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INTRODUCTION. 


Tne late Grand Old Man of India, Mr. DPadablut 
Nuoroji declared, as the President of the Indiav 
National Congress , in {906 at Calcutta that the 
ultimate goal of our aspirations should be the uttainmont 
of Self-Government within the Empire. Since then 

’ the Nationalist party or a party of the sincero workers, 
took up the cause and started tho ‘work of carrying on 
un educative propaganda throughout the fongth and 
breadth ‘ cf the country. Bhagwan Bal Gangadhar 
Tiluk headed this party. But unfortunately some of. 
the then, shortsighted, the so¢-called moderates, did 
not like this scheme. They therefore romained aloof 
and laughed at this patriotic movement. Not only did 
tHey rest contented with this, but some of them went so 
far that they tried their best to create misonderstanding 
athonut this party «ll over the country. It however, resul- 
ted in n highly deplorable split in the Congress Camp 
at Surat which unfortunately lasted for long ton years. 
. Soon after the Surat Split the Government of Indiv, 
suspected a danger in this newly started, but purely 
constitutional ‘agitation. ‘They resolved to crush it down. 
Thorefcreoa, they started repression ull over the country. 
Bhagwan Tilak also received n stroke of it in 198. 
He was convicted of sedition and was transported for 
rix years to Mandalay, at the hands of a desensed nnd 
perverted minded judge of the Bombay high Conrt—. 
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dustice Dawar. But the policy of repression of the 
€ovormment failed as it was Lound to fail. The spirit 
of the time prevailed andthe scheme of the new party 
was haild hy every tfue Indian and Englishman in 
India and nbroad. 
Bhagwan Tilak had to ‘remain Sut of India tor 
six years, but bis ablo and energtic leiutenants did 
not sit silent. Thpy eartied out the propaganda whole- 
' heartedly and prepared the public opinion in favour of 
their scheme. : Bhagwan Tilak was released in 1914. 
Soon after his release ha issued his declaration making 
a bold statement in it that he would again take up the 
work of the salvation of tlhe Motherland. Then he 
affected the great compromise in the Congress, as well its 
he onited the Hindus and the inusalmans at Lucknow. 
The Bombay Provincial Conference held its 16th 
Sessions at Belgaam in 1916. Lokamuany G. 5S. Kbapade 
presided over it. Tho Conferenceo passed the resolution 
of Self-Government unanimously and recommended tor 
starting au active body for furtherivg its gause. 
Bhagwan Tilak, with some of lis friends; started, the 
same year, the Indimt Home rule League at Pony 
and took up the work of preparing the publi¢c opinion 
for its attainment... Ho Delivered three speeches on 
Homo Rule; one at Belgaum and the athoastivo at 
Abmedanagar explaining the aims and olfcots of the 
newly startog lenaguc. A Lirge number off men soon 
Joined the Leaygno.

usual, a ctlanger in this agitation They instituted 
proceedings against Bhagwan Tilvk. Mr. Hatch, the 
District Magistrate of Poona found iim guilty. Butthe 
Hon'ble Judges—dJ. Batohalor and J. Shaw justified the 
agitation for Home Rulg, as a legistim: ite aspiration of 
‘the people anc found to ଏମ ia criticising the 
action of the bureaucracy. The nincteen non-official 
imemhers of the, Lmperial Legislative Conncil ‘also by 
this time forwarded a memorandum of reforms to the 
Secretar y of States for India. The reforms embodied 
inthe ‘nemorandum’ do not differmuch than‘the reforms 
suggested by the Home Rule Leagues. They may 
conveniently, be called as the first instalment of 
Solf-Gorernment. The Indian National Congress and 
and the Moslem League passed tho resolutions of 
Self Government at Lucknow in 1916. The cause of 
Home Rule or the programme of the Nationalis party, 
thus achioved as much timnph within these ten yoars 
ns it was rediculed and laughed at heforce, both by the 
inoderates and the Anglo-Indians. ' Bhagwan Tilak 
thea nndertook an Home Rale compain and delivered 
speeches on Home Rule explaining the aims and objects 
of this agitation nt different places. As a result, thou- 
sands of his coontrymen joined the Leaguo and the ques- 
tion ¢f*Home Rule hecame an established fact in India.

H. VY. Dugvekar. 
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Bhagwan Tilak's messages to his countrymen. 
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( Poona, 31st December, 1915.) 


At the invitation of the Sarvajanik Sabha Poona, 

Mr. C. Y. Chintamani, the Editor of the “ Leader,” 
“delivered an nddress under the presidency of Bhagwan 
Tilak in the Kirloskar Theatre on 31st December, 1915. 
ˆ Spenking as president of the meeting Bhagwan Tilak 
thanked Mr. C. Y. Chintamani for his kindness in 
* addressing the Poona public. Turning to the question 
of Self-Government, and especially to the nrgument 
asso her ‘unfitness,’ he said that if after a century of 
British Government India was unfit to govern herself, 
it only proved that the bureaucracy was unfit to govern 
I[udin! The bureancrncye had done some real service 
to India—it had cleared the jungle. But its work 
was‘done. The present wns the time to sow the seed 
of Self-Government. And as to the ‘emborrassment’ 
argument, he thought ‘that was foolish. Nobody was 
* going, to, raise a riot the next day for Self Government. 
What they proposed was disoussion. Indiuns must 
think what their future years would be like in view of 
the coming re-ndjustment. Thinking about the fatnre 


was no sin nor crime, for that was what distinguished , 
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man trom animals, Agnin, if an 1. C. S. Bill, the 
operation of which was admittedly necessary only after 
two years, was passed at the present time, with what 
reason could the same Government object to Indians 
thinking about their future’ after two years? What 
people wanted was real, effective Salf-Government. 
The art of 1858 must be so changed that Indians will be 
given n substantial share of Self-Government so far as 
domesti¢ adininistration is concerned. And the nct 
must embody a proviso, requiring the full share of 
Jomestic autonomy to be given within a stated period 
— be it ten years’or 20 years or 50 years— as was doné 
when the Philippines were granted n substantial gift 
of Self-Government. As to the hope of nnion, expres- 
sed by Dewan Bahadur Aiyer, Bhagwan Tilak 
expressed his thanks to the Congress for opening the 
door—tlhough there was, he added, only a partial 
opening. Ifthe amendment helped those who were 
outside to unite with the Congress, he would he very 
glad indeed. Blagwan Tilak concluded his speech 
with repeating the thanks to the spoukors on behalf of 
the Poona public, who were indeed vory much delight- 
ed that evening to hear the edifying views of the 
able speakers.

PrEsivEgsT-Hon’ Bue Mer. D. V. Bein. 

When 1 was requested to give a lecture here to-day 
I did not know on what to lecture. I do not stand 
before you to-day after having made any preparation 
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for any particular subjeot. I had come for the confe- 
rence. Thinking that it would not be improper if 1 
were to say a few words teୁ yon about those subjects 
which were discussed during the past two or four days 
and about the object with which « Home Rule Leogue 
‘was established *here before the Congress, I have 
selected that suject for to-day’s lecture. 

¢ What ts swarajya?” Many have & misconception 
‘about this. Some do not understand this thing. Some 
understanding it, misrepresent it. Some do not want 
it. Thus there are many kinds of them. ‘Therefore I 
am not prepared to-day to make any particular discus- 
sion of any sort beyond saying a few general words, 
on the following among other points: What is swara- 
jya? Why do we ask for it? Are we fit for it or 
not? In what manner must we make this demand for 
swarajya of those of whoin we have to make it? In 
what direction and on what lines are we to carry on 
the work which we have to. carry on? It is uot the 
case that these generale words which I am going 
to say Bre the outcome of my effort and exertion 
alorfe, ‘The idea of stwarajya is an old one. Of 
course when as1wa" aja is spoken of there is some kind 
of rule opposed to stva ¢. e. our, and that idea origin- 
atesat thay time. This is plain. When such a condition 
arrives it begins to be thought that there should ze 
swarajya, and men make exertions for that purpose. 
You are at present in that sort of condition. Those who 
are rnling over you do not belong to your rejigior, race 
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or even country. The question whether this ‘rule of 
the English Government is good or bad is different. 
Formerly there were many kingdoms in our India — 
il some places there was Mohammadann, in some places 
there was Rajput ( rulé ), in some places there was 
Hindu and in some places there was ° Maratha — were 
these swarajyas good or bad ? I aguin remind yon 
thot this is a different questione Woe shall consider it 
afterwards. All those being broken up, the universal 
sovereignty of the English Government has been cstab- 
lished in India. To-dny we have not to consider the 
history of their downfall. We have also not to 
consider how they fell. Nor am I going to speak 
abont it. But the present system of administration 
is such that some able men who have been educated 
in England and havo received college education come 
to India tnd the State administration of India “is 
carried on through them. ‘Emperor’ is inerely a name. 
When you give 2 visible forin to the: sentiment which 
arises in your mind at the mention of the word raja 
there is the present Emperor. This sentiinent is in- 
visiblee When a visible form is given to this invisible 
something, there is the king—the Emperor. But 
the Emperor does not carry on the administration. The 
question of siwarajya is not about the Emperor, nor about 
thig invisible sentiment. This must be remembered at 
the outset. Let there be any country, it must bave a 
king, it must have some man to carry on its manage- 
ment and there must bo exercised some sort of rule in 
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it. The case of anarchical nations is different. These 
nations nevor rise. Asin a house there must be some 
one to look to its management} — when there is no man 
belonging to he house an outsider is brought in as & 
tiustee — just so is the case also of a kingdom. In 
‘every country thbre is n cértain body for carrying on its 
administration and there is some sort of arrangement, 
An analysis must be made of both these things, viz., of 
‘this arrangement and this body and, as stated yesterday 
by the President, the President of the Provincial Con- 
ference, of the sentiment of ‘king.’ There must ben 
king, there must be State administration. Both these 
propositions are true from the historical point of view. 
Of n country where there is no order, where there is 
no king, that is, where there is no supervising hody, 
the Mahabharat says: ‘A wise man should not live 
even for a moment nt that place. There is no knowing 
when, at that place our lives may he destroyed, when 
our wealth may be stolen, when our house inay be 
dacoited, nay, set on fires There inust be a governe 
ment. 1 will not say at length what there was in the 
Kritayug in ancient times. The people of that time did 
not require a king. Every one used to carry on deal- 
ings only after seeing in what mutual good lay. Our 
Puranas say that there was once 2 condition when 
there'was no king. But if we consider whether sgoh 
a state existed in historical times it will appear that 
such n condition did not exist in historical times. 
There must be some controller or other.- That 
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oontrol cannot be exercised every time by nll people 
assembling together ‘at one place. Hence sovereign 
authority is alwnys dijided into two parts: one 
the advisory hody, and the: other the executive 
body. ‘The question about stearajya which has now 
arisen in Indian is not nbout fhe snid irivisihle sentiment. 
This question is not nbout those who are to rule over us, 
and naccomling to whose leadership, by whose order and 
under whose guidance that rule is to be exercised, It 
is an undisputed fnct that we should secure our om 
good unde’ the rule of the English people themsolves, 
under the supervision of the English nation, with the 
help of the English nation, through their sympathy, 
through their anxious care and through those high 
sentiments which they possess. And 1 huve to sny 
nothing about this (cheers). This is the first thing. 
Do not create confusion in your minds by confounuing 
both the things. These two things aro quite distinct. 
What we havo to do we must do with tlhe help of some 
one or other, since to-day wa are in such a helpless 
condition. It is an undoubted fact that we must secnre 
our good under their protection. Had it not beew so, 
your independence would never have gone. Hence 
if we take for granted that we have to bring about the 
dawn of our good fortune with the help of the English 
Government and ‘the British Empire, then the one 
more strange thing which some people see in this will 
altogether disappear. To speak in other words, there 
is no seditign in this, 1f then ‘without the help of the 
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English Government —if the words ‘invisible English 
Government,’ be used for tho words—* English Govern- 
ment’ there yould be no migjake—if with the help of 
this invisible English Government, with the aid of this 
invisible Eoglsh Goverment, you Are to bring about 
the dawn of your good fortune, then, what is it that 
youarkt? This second question arises. The answer to 
it, again, lies in the very -distinction of which I spoko 
*to youu Though n Government may be invisible, still 
whien it begins to become visible, the management of 
that kingdom is oarrvied on by its hands dl hy its 
nctions. This state of being visible is different from 
invisible Government. If you ask -how, I say in the. 
same manner as the great Brahma is different from 
Mayr. I have taken the word visible and invisible 
from Vedanta. The great Brahma which is without 
attrfbutes and form is different and tho visible form 
which it assumes when it begins to come under the 
temptation of maya, is differest. Henoe these dealings 
which are due to mays are sure to change. Wut is 
the characteristic of maya? It is to change ovory 
montent, One Governmet will remain invisible Govorn- 
ments; and the visible Government changes every 
moment. The word sirarajya which has now arisen 
relates to visible Government. Maintaining the invisi- 
ble Covernment as one, what change, if effected in the 
momeontarily changing visible Government, would be 
beneticinl to our nation? This is the question of 
Swarajya. The Swarajya agitation whith i8 now 
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onrried on is carriod on in the belief that this adminis- 
tration if onrried.on by some other hands or with the 
help of some ono else, qe hy some other visible form 
would be more beneficinl to the people than when 
carried on by those by whose hands it is enrried on. 
If another instance is to be “given, it oan bo snid that 
there is an Emperor in England. An English Act 
contains the rule that king commits no wrong. The 
king never commits « wrong. For his authority is 
limited in such n manner that only when a certain, 
minister goes and tells something to him then he knows 
it. The Prime Minister does act on his own responsi- 
bility. There may be a good many people hore who 
have studied English history. It is not the case that 
this is not so. This is the chief principle in it. This’ 
principle having arisen iu English history, sedition 
cases began to fall. While here, these people begin 
to institate oases of sedition. ‘Those who carry on the 
administration are different and the king is differont. 
The king is one and theo same. But tho minister 
¢nanges every five years, At that time no one says 
thant it would he sedition if any ono were to start any 
discussion advocating change of ministry. These are 
the things happening every day before the eyes of tlio 
English people. The king’s circle of imninisters went 
ont of office after five vears, went out of office after 
two yenrs; they may quarrel nmong themselves as they 
like. What is that to the king? Ho is the great 
Brahma without attributes. Ho is not affected by this. 
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The Swarajya agitation now existing in India-is then 
abont change in such a ministry. Who rules in India? 
,Does the Emperor come andglo it? Through whom, 
then, is the aglministration eiirried ‘6h? It is enrried 
on through those who are: now ‘servants viz, the Stato 
Secretary, Viceroy, Goverrtor, below him thé Collector, 
the Patil and lastly the Police sepoy. If it be said that 
one Police sepoy shonld be transferred and another 
Police sepoy should he given, would that constitute 
sedition? If it be saidifhat the Collector who has come 
is not wanted and MC is wanted, ould that 
constitute sedition? If it be said that one Governor is 
not wanted, another Governor should he brought, would 
that constitute sedition? If it be said “This Stato 
Secretary is not wanted, bring another?’ wonld tut 
constitute sedition? Nobody ‘has called this seditton. 
The*samoe principle which is applicable to a Police sepoy 
is also applicable to the State Secretary, We arc the 
subjects of the sume king whoso minister the State 
Secretary is and whose sergant he is. ‘This then being 
so, if any one were to say, ‘The State Secretary is not 
wanted, this Vicoroy is not wanted, Fuller Saheb is 
not wanted in Bengal, such resolutions have often been 
passed in the cuse of Governors, not in the present but 
‘in the past timos? and were to give reasons for that, 
yon would say about him that his head must have been 
tarned and that the reasons lie gives are not good Or 
snfficiont. But from the historical point of viow it does 
not follow that when he says so, thot constitutes sadition 
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(clicers). Our demand belongs to the second clase. 
It is concerned with Swarajya. Consider well what { 
say. If you think that.the present administration is 
enrried on well, then 1 lnve nothing to say. In the 
congresses and conferences that are now held you come 
nnd sny : “Our Kulkmni Vatan has theen taken away, 
zuliun has been exercised upon us in connection with 
the Forest Department, liquor drinking las spread 
more in connection with the Abknori Dopartment, also 
woe clo not receive .that sort of education which we 
ought to get. What is the he of nll this? What 
is the benefit of merely saying this? Why do you not 
get eduoation? Why are shops of the Abkari Deparf- 
mént opened where we do not want them? In the 
Forest Department, laws about reserved forests and 
about forest of this sort or of that sort are tiade. Why 
wero they made? At present, lists upon lists shout 
this come before the Congress. Why was your jury 
abolished against your will? Why was no college 
opened in the Karnatie ujy to this time? All these 
questions are of snech a kind that there is hut one 
answer to them. At present our thoughts rue this 
way : is there no College? —make petition to the Collec 
tor or to the Governor, because they have power in 
their lands, Af this power had come into your hands, 
if vin had been the officials in their places or if their 
authority had been responsible to the public opinion, 
these tliings would not have happened. No other 
nnswer than this eam he given to the above. These 
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things happen because there is no authority in ‘your 
hands. The anthority ro decide these matters is not 
given to yon for whose good gir whole arrangement. 
is to be mad. Honce what we inay have to ask’ 
becomes like that asked by a little child. It cries when 
it'is bungry. Jt eannot say that it is hmgry. Then 
the mother has to find out whether it may be hungry or 
have a bellyache. Sometimes tho remedies used prove 
tp be out of plpce. Snel has become ‘our condition ut 
present. In the first place you do not at all know what 
you watt and where lies your difficulty. When you 
eame to know it, you began to speak with your mouth, 
But you have no p@ver in your hands to cause things to 
he done according to your words. Such being the con- 
dition, what hus happened now? Whatever you have to 
do, whatever you want—if you want to dig a well 
in your house — make uw petition to the Collector. If 
you want to kill 2 tiger in the forest make « 
petition to the Collootor. Grass is not obtained, 
bundles of wood ure not ohtained trom the torest, 
permission to out grass is required — petition the 
Collestor. That is to say, all this has become like 
the case of a helpless man. We do not want this 
arrangement, Wo want some botter arrangement thin 
this. That is Swarajya, that is Home Rule. In the 
beginning theso quesions do not arises As when a Boy 
is- young he knows nothing, when he grows up Ke 
begins to know these things, and then begins to think 
that it wonld be very good if the household mapagee 
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ment wero made nt least to some extent according to 
his opinion, just so it is with a nation. When it is able 
to consider this thing, when it acquires the capacity of 
considering it then this question is likely to arise. But 
now the condition here hus become such that we bad 
better give np tho above thought, lat us give up the 
thought about the invisible Government, let us come 
within the limits of the visible CGlovernment. We then 
seo that the people who make this arrangement, who 
carry on this administration, are appointéd in Kngland 
according to a certain role and law, and rules avo made 
within the limits of those laws as to what should be their 
policy. These rules may be good @r bad. They may 
he good, they may be quite well-arranged and method- 
icnl. 1 do not say that they are not. But howover 


good may bo tho arrangement made by other people, 
still it is not the cause that he who wants to hava.the 
power to make this arrangement always approve of this. 
This is the principle of Sicarajya. Ifyou got the powers 
to select your Collector, it cannot be said with certainty 
that he would do any more work than the present 
.Collector. Perhaps he may not ‘do. Ho may evan do 
it badly. I admit this. But the difference between 
these and those is this ; this one is selected hy us, he 
is our man, he sees how we may remain, pleased ; 
while the other thinks thus : ‘what we think to be good 
inust appear so to others. What is there with respeot 
to which we should listen to others ? I am so much 
educated, 1 get so much pay, I possess so much 
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ability ---why should I do nnything which woanld 
he harmful to others ? The only nnswer is ‘Because 
you have suqh conceit.’ ( foughter ). Hoe whose, 
belly is ‘pinched has no experience ahout it. This 
is the only cause of it, there is no other cause. 
Hence if you mindtely constder the various complaints 
which have arisen in our comtry it will appear that 
the system which is subsisting now is not wanted by us. 
Not that we do not want the king, nor that we do not 
want the English Goyernment, nor that we do not 
want the Emperor. We want a particula? sort of 
change in the system according to which this ndminis- 
tration i3 carried on, and I for one do not think that if 
that change were mado there wonld arise any danger 
to the English rule. But there is reason to think that 
somo people whose spectacles are different from ors 
muy sco it, heoanse they say so (cheers). Hence the 
minds of many people are now directed to tlhe question 
as to what change shonld be effected in the systoin 
according to which the rulceof the English Government 
is exercised in the abovo manner. We make minor 
tlejmahds, véis., remove the Jiquor shop in a certain 
village named Ghodegaon ; they would say it should 
not be removed. Done. If it is id reduce the salt 
tax, they- suy, we look to the amount of revenue 
derived from salt duty. If this tax is reduced, how 
should it be managed there ? But lie who has to make 
the arrangement has to do these things. When I ask 
for the authority to manage my household affnirs, I 
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tlo not say, give me the income which you obtain, and 
to not spend it. We ourselves have to make the 
expenditnre, and we t: have to collect money; this is 
the sort of double responsibility which ge want. Thon 
we shnll sce what we have to do. Such is the dispute 
at present. Other buretugrats c4me and say, act 
according to our wishes ; 16 say, act acoording to our 
wishes so that all our grievances will be removed, 
We knoy that Sovotimes a boy obstinately asks for pn 
cap of 25 rupees from his father. Had he been 
in his father’s place it is very doubtful whether he 
wonld have pnid 25 rupees for the cup or not. The 
{nther refuses, but he, the boy is grieved at tho time. 
And why is he grieved ut it ?  Boonuse he does not 
understand the thing beenuse the management is not 
in his hands. Honce the introduction of suoh an 
adininistration is beneficial to Indin, Woe want this 
thing to-day. - When this one thing is got, the remaine 
ing things come into our possession of themselves. 
‘This is the one root of the thousands of things which 
we are nsking fore When we get this key into our 
hands, we can open not only one Int 5 or 1¢ doors 
nt onot. Suoh is the present question. It is in order 
that the attention all may be directed to this question 
that this Home Rule League was established here the 
other duy. Some will be grieved at it ; I do not deny 
it. Brery one is grieved. It was said here some 
tine back that when a boy is minor, the tnther when 
dying appoints a panch. The panch when appointed 
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supervises the whole of the estate. Some benefit is 
Also derived from this arrangement. This is not denied. 
Aftorwards when this hoy begins to become an little 
grown up. he ଛଣଃଃ that there “is something wrong in 
this. I omust aequire the .right of management, then 
1 Shall carry on bé&ter management than this. He is 
confident of this. Not that he actually carries on the 
management in that manner. Fie if he bon 
prodigal he may squander away his father’s méney, 

Bothe thinks as above. 1n order to uvoid any opposi- 
tion FetwWeen these two, the law lays down the Mmitation 
that on the boy?’s completing 21 years of his age, the 
trustee shonld cense his supervision and give it into 
the hoy’s possession. This thing which belongs to 
praotical life applies also to the nation. When tho 
people in the nation become educated and begin “to 
knaw how they should manage their affairs, it is quite 
natural for them that they themselves should manage 
the affairs which are managed for them by others, 
Bunt the mmusing thing in this history or politics is that 
the above law about 21 years has no existence in 
polities. Though we may perhaps somehow imagine a 
Jaw enjoining that whon you have educated a nation 
tor a hundrod years you should give its administration 
into its hygnds, it is not possible to enforce it. The 
people.themselves must get this effected. They hav? u 
right to do sa. Henge there must be some such arrange 
ment here. Formerly there was some sooeh arrange 
ment to a little extent. Such an arrangement , does 
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not exist now. And heroin lies tho root of all these 
.onr demands, the grievances which we have, the wants 
which we feel and the ipconvenicnce which we notice 
‘in the administration. * And the remedy which is pro- 
posed after making inquirios about that root in the 
above manner is called Home Rauale. Its name is 
Sicarajys. To put it briefly, the demand that the 
management of our affairs should be in our hands is 
the demand for se majyt. Many poople have at 
present objections to this. I merely gave the definition 
in order to muke the subject clear, The people on the 
other side always misrepresent it. If there bono mistake 
in the logical reasoning of what I have now said, how 
will any mistuke arise umless some ‘part of it is mis- 
represented ¥ Hence, those people who want to point 
oni a mistake misrepresent some sentences out of this 
and find fault with it saying this is such a thing, this is 
sucha thing. Hence,it is not the duty of a wise man to 
impute those things to us which we never demand at all 
to censure us and in a manner ridicule us betore the 
people. Whut more shall £ say than this? ((Cheers.) 
Hence, it any one of you has such a misconceptien, let 
him give it np. At least remember that what I telt is 
highly consistent. Lt is in accordance with logical 
science. Lt agrees with history. Let ns also consider: 
a ttle the question whether we are fit for carrying on 
sich sort of administration or not. Some time ngo 1 
gave you the instance of panek and their ward. There 
generally it happens that as the boy grows up more and 
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moro, those who think that the management should not 
pass into other hands make reports that his head has 
now begun to furn; another sas that he’ is not nad, but 
that he appeary to be half mad The renson of this is 
that the management should remain in his hands for & 
couple of years mbre. A third says: True, yon may 
give authority into his hands but do yon know thut he 
has got bad habits?” These people tell five or ten 
things about him. What is to he gained by doing this 
much? Then the dispute goes before the Court and 
thon they get him ndjudged mad. Some things like 
these have now begun to happen here. To give 
unthority into people's hands is the best principle of 
ncdininistratione No one disputes this; beoanse the 
same thing is going on in the country of those officials 
who are here. When they go there they have’ to 
ndvweate the same principle. Therefore no one says 
that this historical principle is bad. Then what is bad ? 
They distinctly say that the Lodinns are not to-day fit 
for Swarajya (laughter), aud some of us are like the 
rogues in the story of the three rogues occurring in the 
Panchatantra. That story iz as follows: A villager 
had come taking a sheep on his head. Oue rogue said 
to him * There is u she-goat on your head.’ The second 
said *Therg is a dog on your head.’ Third one said 
quite third thing. He threw away the sheep. The 
rogues took it away. Our condition is like that. This 
relates to human nature. Thereare among us people 
who are just like them. Why aro we not fit ? Because 
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fitness has not been created in us. We have not done 
it, our paronts have not done it, We too have not got 
such powers. But the Cfovernment has given you some 
powers in the Commeil. Sinha and Chaybal are in the 
Council. In the Bxecutive Councils of other places 
nlso there are selected pebple. When these people 
were selected for appointment, did any one ever say 
“We are not fit, do not give us the post”, No one said. 
(Cheers). What then is the use of saying so after com- 
ing to onr meeting? 1 shall consider thut these people 
are speuking the truth if, when the bureaucracy actually 
conters somo groat. powers on them, they stand np and 
say ¢ We do not want them, we are not fit for them,--- 
the Brahmins alone imnst come and perform Shraddhn 
nt our hoase, we cannot perform it.” I think that those 
men who say sneh things heemuse sneb and such a per 
son wonld not like any particular thing and bring for- 
ward such excuses for hat purpose, in a ananner make 
an exhibition of their weak nature (cheers). Why are 
woe not fit? Have we 10 nyse, no eyes, nO ears, NO in- 
tellect? Can we not write? Have we not read books? 
Un we not ride a horse ¥ Why are we not tit 7+ As a 
Jew in one of Shakespeare's dramas asked — L ask yon 
what linve we not? You have not done work. If it is 
not given at all, when are woe to doit? (Clieers). 
Hits it ever happened that we did not do work when it 
wits given? No one dlid then say, we are unfit, do not 
appoint us. You appoint them. You get work done 
by them andl afterwards it is also announced in a 
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Government Resolution. ‘He has done his duty aud- 
80 on’. Qn the contrary going further, it is to be asked, 
you bring from England quitg a new man of 21 years. 
What can he ‘do! Y Has he auy experience at uff? He 
comes all ut ont and straightway becomes Assistant 
CUollector, and Hecomes the superior of a Mamlutdur 
though the latter he 60 years old. Is 60 years’ 
experience of no value? A nan of 21 years comes 
,and begins to teach you. Generally he makes this 
‘Maimlatclar of 60 years stand before him. He «does 
not give him even a cbauir for sitting, and this poor 
man stands before him with joined hands because he 
lias to get Rs. 150, 200, 400 (cheers). How then is 
the Subeb to acquire experience, how is he to become’ 
fit, and how is the work to go on? Has any one 
thought abont this? Had it been true that the pepple 
of India are not fit tor swarajye and that they would 
not be able to keep their kingdom in good order, then 
Hindus and Multummadans would never have governed 
kingdoms in this country in ancient times. Formerly 
there were our kingdoms in this country. There were 
atbyinistrators. The proof of this is that before the 
ddvent of the English Governmet in this country” 
there was at least some order, there was on disorder 
everywhere. One man didnot kill another. Since 
there existed such order, how are we to shy thué the 
people are not fit” At the present time, science dias 
mude progress, knowledge has increased, and experi- 
ence has aceamulated in one place. Hence we inust 
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have more liberty than before, and we must bave 
hecome fitter. But on the contrary itis said we are 
not fit. Whatever mighbhave been the case in former 
times, this allegation is ntterly false. Better say, it is 
not to be given (cheers). What I say is, don’t apply 
the words ‘not fit” to us. At least we shall know that 
this is not really to be given. We shall get it. Bunt 
why do we not get it? It is indirectly said that we 
are not fit. It i«'to teach you that we have come here.. 
‘This is admitted. But how long will you tench us? 
(Tanghter). For one generation, two gonerations, or 
three generations! Is there any end to this? Yon 
cume to teach us. When we appoint a teacher at 
home for a hoy we ask him within how many days he 
wonld reich him—wlhether in 10, 20 or 25 years. But 
if the study which should toke six months for the boy 
to finish would, he were to say, contrary to our expecta 
tion. take oue year, we tell him you are useless, go, we 
slull appoint another teucher (cheers), What is 
goimyg on in the Khelse territory? There is no obstrue- 
tion in the management. Is it obstructed in Mysore? 
Wo are doing the work 2 The king of Mysoie is 
a Hindu, the minister is a Hindu, the subjects are 
Hindns, the lower officers are Hindus. They carry on 
the administration of such a large kingdom as Mysore, 
but it is said that the people of the two districts besond 
Mysore cannot carry it on in that manner. (Laughter; 
cheers). There are six districts in the Mysore terri- 
tory, hence it is like saying that six are fit and cight 
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are not tit. There is fitness in us beyond any- doubly 
(cheers). You may then, for some reason ndmit it or 
not. Well. What authorify is there for thinking 
that wo possels fitnese? I pointed to a Native Staté, 
I tell another thing? Keep yourself aloof for 10 years 
and sce whether §t can he gone or not (cheers, Inughter). 
If it cannot bo done take us under your control atter ten 
years (cheers). You are tree to do so. What do we 
ask for? Do we say ¢ Drive away the English Govern- 
"ment ? But I ask what is it to the Emperor? Does the 
Emperor lose anything whether the udmingstration is 
carried on by a civil servant or by our Belvi Saheb ? 
(Cheers). The rule still remains. The Emperor still 
remains. The difference would be that the white’ 
servant who was with him would be replaced by a 
black servant (cheers). From whom then does this 
“opposition come ? This opposition comes trom those 
people who are in power. It does not come trom the 
Emperor. From the IEmperor’s point of view there is 
neither anarchy nor want of loyalty, nor sedition in 
this. What does rajudroha (sedition) mean ¥ Hatred 
of {he King. Does ‘King’ mean a police sepoy ? 
CLaughter). 1 said some rime back that this distinc 
tion must first be made. Otherwise, if tomorrow vou 
say “remove the police sepoy’ wonld it constitute 
seditjon 7 Such is the belief of police sepoys (laugltter). 
Jn the samg inanver, go up a little and you will%ee 
that the demand made by us is right, propery just and 
conformable to Junnan nature. The same has heen 
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lane by other nations. It has not becn done only in 
our country. Srearajya, sivarajya-- -what does it mean ? 
Not that von do not want,the English role. There is 
a mistake at the root. Sbme one has some object in 
it. This argument is brought forward hy men whose 
interest. lies in deceiving you. Do ot cnre about it 
nt all. 

If vou think that you are men like other men, 
when they go to liangland their intellect and they are 
put to the test there. Thercin we stand higher. 
What elsethen comes ont ¥ Your intellect may be 
good. but you do not possess character, courage and 
other qualities and their nature. 1 admit fora ghatku 
(24 minutes) the absence of nature. But it “does not. 
follow that it will not be acquired (laughter). How 

. cian their nature at all become snch, whose life is spout 
in service and in service alone ¥ But when the system 
gnder whieh such men are has disappeared, it cannot. 
be said that men would not become fit in tho next. 
generation. Hence in my, opinion we are fit for 
Swarajya. 1 shall now briefly tell youavhat we wish 
to obtain and what we shonld demand and conclude 
my spoeeck: 

“* You know of what sort the Indian administration 
is. But the thing to be told is that it is emyied on 
im accordance with a partieular law. Its rules are fixed. 
Whut are the powers of tlhe Secretary .of State ¥ 
What are the powers of the Governor-General ? 
Thore are three gront parts of the system, The Secre- 
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tary of State i» in England. ‘The Governor-Genéral 
is ut Delhi in Indian. Under him there is a Governor 
for a Presidency. For the [resent let us omit those 
under him. But the main “ystem is of the above 
three sorts. If we now hezgin to consider eacb, who 
‘appoints the Sécrotary 6f State? Not we. This 
arrangement was made according to the policy of the 
Company’s government. When there was the Enst 
Andia Company’s rule in this country, all matters were 
carried on on a commercial principle. The whole 
attention was directed towards (the question) how 
might the Company’s shareholders obtain a consider- 
able profit; the Company's Directors were in the, 
place‘ of the present Secretary of State. You might 
say that this wos a contract given for governing the 
entire kingdom. Under the Peshwa’s rule Marflat- 
dgr’s offices were given under a contract. This [ndian 
administration was, as it wero, uccordiug to the then 
law of Government, a trade carried on by they Est 
India Company. They wpre to derive from it as much 
profit us possible. Tlie Company’s Directors wore to 
ben England. Their attention was directed to the, 
{ict that profit was to he given to the Directors, ¢. e., 
shure-holders. A letter used to come to the Governor 
Genepyal hore to this effect:- *So much profit must be 
pnid- to us this year. Realise it and send it to’ us.’ 
This war the administration. The people’s good Was 
not (considered) in it. It was like the milkman nnd 
his cows. Ifthe cows do not give milk, he says bring 
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(His pot) after filling it by pouring water in it. The 
ndininisttation of Indin was enrried on like that. Suah- 
sequently it appeared aftr discussion that this adminis- 
tmtion was not of a good sort. And when Queen 
Vietorin-—~you may say the Parlinment—took the 
administration in their hand£ they did not approve of 
this trading system. ‘They took it into -their hands — 
this was one part. This system of administration hns 
heen formed in nacordance with the commercial policy 
which was in existence when the administration was 
assmned (by the Parliament) and under which the 
Directors wore in England and their servants were 
here. The State Secretary has come in the place of 
the Directors. The Governor-General (hos) come in 
the place of their Governor. Thus what was done? 
‘Tle Sovereign -—-the Parliament-—took the administra- 
tion into their hands, hot the establishment of empley- 
wes which then existod has remained just as before. 
Thissappened in 1858 after the mutiny. From that 
time to this the administration of India has Leen cnrried 
ou in accordance with rales and arrangements formed 
according to the Company’s policy. As there wus the 
sovereign this nnture of the Company should have 
disuppeared. He is the King and we are his subjects, 
It iz his duty to role for the good of the subjects. And 
an Arrangement should he made in necordanee with the 
rules—lawful—that imay be included in that duty. 
Bat this arrangement was made thus—the Directors 
went, ‘the Secretary of Stare cama in his place. Who

is to decide how much inoney is to be spent in India’ 
and what taxes are to he imposed’? The State Secretary. 
Such powers are not placed iihthe Governor-General’s 
hands. Haois the chiefofficer. The Governors are under 
lim. Heisa servant. ‘There are other servants mder 
Him. And the efitire admthistration must be carried on 
with the consent of, in consultation with and with the 
advice of this State Secretary. Such is the present poli- 
ey. What happened ‘then ? This is but a commercial 
policy. Thongh the administration went into the hands 
of the Queen’s Government, and thongh thé issued a 
{frent proclamation, the sovereign’s policy is not on the 
lines of that proclamation. The sovereign’s policy is 
in accordance with tHe trading Company?’s policy, the 
administration of the Kingdom is in uecordance with 
the Clompany’s policy. And in the meantime the 
proclamation has ‘no effect. ( Laughter, cheers ). 
Such was the arrangement. At that time our people 
did not know it I think «hat had the spread ot educa- 
tion been then as {reat as jt is now, the people would 
bave contended that since the Quoen had taken the 
reidsopf Government into her own hands, the adminis 
tration of the kingdom should, as regards ihe sovereign 
and the subjects. be for the good of the subjects. Our 
people would then liave told that the arrangement 
made by the Company wus simply tor its own benéhit, 
and that a change must he made in that policy fn 
that arrangement. The peoplé continuoad t8 make 
these contentions for nnny years. To pat the matter 
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very briefly, Mr. Dadabhat Nuoroji (cheers), who is 
one of those living persons who saw this arrangement 
and pointed out its «lofeyts, began this work. What 
leginning did he make? He said ‘What is the diffe- 
rence between the Company's system and this (system)? 
We do not see any in it. ‘The ruler are all made in 
accordance with the Company's policy. Are tho 
people likely to dorive any benctit from.them ?’ Then 
arose these Legislative Councils. They were such that 
the Governor-General‘was to appoint us. Originally 
the members were not to be elected by the people. 
Gradually your men became members of the Munici- 
pality and of the Legislative Conncil. Still the final 
kevs.are in their own lands. Discussion may be held 
in the Legislative Council. You have full liberty to 
hoid a discussion, You may hold a discussion about 
spending the money in this country. We shall 
decide whether it should be so spent or not. Sub- 
ject your mouth and mind eto as much exertion ns 
possible, we have no objection toit. Beawnke throngh- 
out the might, prepare your speeches. Instead otf 
Jrinting them in a newspaper, we shall publish them 
in the ¢“ Bombay (Government) Gazette.” This is che 
only difference. Nothing is got trom this. The hope 
of getting is held out. There is a shiloh in the Maha- 
hharat which says ‘hope should be made dependent 
upon time,” Rights arc to be given to you when you 
hecome fit. We do not wish to remain in Indin, 
When yon Lecome fit, we shall give the bundle into 
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your possession and go to England by the English 
stenmor (cheers). Such a time limit should be loid 
down. We shall ‘give in tWo years. We shall give, 
in ten years. Such a time came afterwards. “Time 
should: Le coupled with obstacles.” Ten yenrs were 
hentioned. Thee dnvs pissed and were very weari- 
some. We are obliged to make then fifteen, ‘Hope 
and time should be coupled with an obstacle. An 
obstacle came. You yourselves must have brought it. 
We did not bring it. We were awaiting good time, 
The exéuse cme. How did it even come? It is fn 
excnse; nothing can he said about it. Seme quite 
different eanse should be shown. ‘This is ua soit of 
policy. When you do not mean to give, how do you 
‘spealc? Jt is not the case that this is ‘written in the 
modern works on morality‘ and polities. Only the ‘old 
tradition has continaed. Thus this bureaucracy has 
heen cajoling us. For‘the last 5 or 50 years the State 
Secretary and the Goternor-General too have been 
cajoling ns in this manner e- have kept us afloat. As 
300n as you proceed to make some noise, it is said there 
wereefive inembers, to-morrow we shall make them six. 
What is the benefit to us of raising the number from 
fivo to six ? One of our men is only to he inade to pass 
‘time there for nothing for a few days ( chedrs ). There 
is no plore advantage than this. If you object to six 
they say we make then cight. We raise our 10 to 12; 
if necessary. (¢ Laughter and cheers. ) The pooplo are 
already convinced that this inatter cannot be disposed 
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of in thi< manner. Whatever rights you muy have to 
give, give them to as absolutely, however ‘great your 
own powers nay be. 1fethe inanagement of the Edu- 
eationnl Department alone be considered it will be found 
that most of the subordinate servants are from among us 
only. There isn Suhch at the head! Why is he kept 
there” Wirh a view do restrain their mouths and the 
scope of their intellect. Even if 20 years’ service be 
jut in, the work will not be done without the Saheb, 
that poor man begins to say so. Two distinctions re 
{0 be seer ig these. When n gardener is asked by 
some one to preparea garden here beyond this place he 
looks for flower pots. When big forests are to be 
prepared under the Forest Department, pots are not 
required. Bags of seed ,are brovgbt and emptied, 
‘Trees grow everywhere to any extent. Some of them 
grow small, some big. This present arrangement is 
like that. Owing to this arrangement the trees amongst 
ns do not grow. Nay, care «is tuken that the troes 
planted in pots look pretty and their flowers can be 
plucked by the hand. In such a manner is he treated 
And made to work. And then after 25 or 30 yenrs 
ure pust ho begins to say <1 am really not fit for this 
work.’ We do not want this system. We want the 
English Government. We want to remain onder the 
shelter of this rule. But we do not want the Stute 
Secretary who las beou created ns a son-in-lnw (cheers). 
At least we waut onr men, elected by us fu lis council. 
This ts the irst reform that must be made. Similarly 
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it must be decided ncecording to our opinion who is to’ 
expend India’s revenues, how much money he is to 
collect and how many tuxes ghe is to impose (cheers). 
We say, there gnnst not be those tuxes. They will say 
bow will the expenditure be met? That wo will sce 
dfterwards. Wetknow so much that expenditure is to 
be made according to the money we may have and 
that money has to be raised aecording to the expendi- 
ture undergone. We understand this. We will 
afterwards see what arrangement should be made. 
The second principle of Home Role it that these 
powers should he in the people's hands, in the hands 
of good men, t&/z., in the hands of men elected 
by the people. At present such a great war is going 
.on in Enrope. The Emperor does not decide how 
mueh money has to be spent on the war. Mr. Asqeith 
degides it. If there is a complaint against the work 
done by Mr. Asquith, it goes before Parliament, und it 
DIr. Asquith has committed a mistako, he has to tender 
his resignation. Will it bg sedition if he has to tender 
his resignation? There is ditference in the arrangement, 
théra is difference in the organization, there is differ 
enice in the systom. And we are asking for sucha 
change in the systom. ‘The role will fall, the rule will 
go aay —~these thoughts are utterly foreign to us, they 
do not come within our limits, our reach, our view, 
And we do yot also wish it. I again say, if the natfon 
is to get happiness, it’ the thousands of complaints thut 
have arison to-lay are to be removed, then first of all, 
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change this system of administration. There isn saying in 
Marathi “ Owing to what did the horse hecome restive? 
Owing to what «tid thg betel-leaves rot ¥ Owing to 
what did the bread get burnt? There i» one answer to 
it. ‘Owing to not turning. The leaves ought to have 
been turned, the bread aight to Lave beon tmmed. 
Had the horse been turned, it would not have become 
restive.” The root of it is that, complaints about forosts, 
complaints about Abkari, complaints about Kulkarni 
Vatans-—havo arisen because authority is not in our 
hands. To state it in slightly changed words —because 
we lave not swarajya (cheors). That we should have 
siwarajya for us is at the root of it. Then we need not 
dunce according to the wish of any one. This may 
happen even in swa«rajy4. 1 do not donyit. When 
we Dave deficiency of money and powers ure placed in 
your hands, you will inerease tho tax ; you will increase 
it altogether voluntarily. Whenceo is the expenditure 

to be met? But as it will be increased voluntarily, it 

will not oppress our ininds. Learned aliens may tell 

us, when we are passing like this througli this door, 

tbat we should not pass through this door but througl 
“that, but if any one comes and stands there and begins 

to tell ns not to go through it, then we Lave to go out 

by giving him a push. The very same is the case 
with awarajya. This is the obstruction of the bureau- 
eraecy. We do not want such obstruction, The deinand 
tor Swersjya is such that it bas nothing to do with 
sedition, Jt lias nothing to do also with the invisible 
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tovernment. ‘This domestic urrangement should be 
managed by you yourselves and by doing so what will 
happen is oe in tho fiyst pla¥e your. minds will remain 
in peacc. Ww Jatever you hate to do you will do with 
the.thought that you are doing it for your good. Nay, 
‘you will also rodhice the efpenditure. If there is any 
placo in the world in which a man doing the work of 
n Collector gets the highest pay, it is India (cheers). 
,To.give 2,500 rupees as pay to a Collector would? under 
the former rule, have been like giving an annua} 
Jahagh.of Rs 30,000? Have we ever given in our 
Swarajyn such a jnhagir of Rs- 30,000? Re- 30,000 is 
not a small amount. There are reasons tor it, What 
renson is given? Bear it in mind that there is some 
reason or another for everything. This man has to 
send Rs 2,500 to England tor his children, etc. “For 
your welfare they come from sn cold climate to a hot 
climate and get thoir hoalth spoilt. Afnst not then pay 
he given to them? They have laboured so much, made 
zach self-sacrifice, and suffered so many hardships, and 
yon would not pay them money ? ‘When this is once 
toldsit appears to be right at first sight. But now tje_ 
principal question is, who told them to come here 
from there? (Cheers). We do not call them. You 
* do-sugh work as you may he fit to do. We may possess 
as mych fitness as yout have, but we shall he abfe to 
do the work on less pny. Men onan be had. Tifen 
why wt should give so much pay to him? We 
don’t need it. Woe think that we do not get to-day 
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money for education. ‘Tho excuse of ‘no funds’ 
which is brought forward in connection with the exeen- 
tion of works of public utility will first disappear. The 
husiness will go on unob#tructed just n+ at present. In 
the heginniug it will not go on sounobstructed. Perhaps 
it may be less by an anna inthe rope&, Still the good 
impression (thing) that will be préduced by the 
thought that the hasiness has been carried on by the 
poople, is of greater value. In this manner good 
minngement is to ho asked for in this administration. 
Amendmunt'is to ho brought about in the preseht law; 
it is to be brought about throngh Parlianent. We 
will not ask for it from others, We have not to get 
this demand complied with by petitioning France. 
The Allies may bo there, we havo not to petition them, 
The petition is to be made to the English people, to 
the English Parliament. This state of thingy is to be 
placed before them. Wo have to do whatever may he 
required tor this. If you carry an such an effort now 
for 5 or 25 years, you will never fail to obtain its fruit. 
Moreover, suche time has now arrived on account of 
_the war that is now going on that some such gfBort. 
must be made as will incresse the value of Indin, 
Jndia’s bravory, India’s courage and India’s stability. 
If the fact that they themselves are making this effort 
comhes to the notice of Government, then there is hope 
ot‘our demand soon proving ftruitfol, I have, there- 
fore, purposely brought this subject before you. The 
eubject is being discussed elsewhere also. The Lengno 
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which we have established for this prrposr 1« neh that 
I myself or some one else will have occasion to place 
the subject before the people 83t every place. if not to- 
‘day some days afterwards, fo! carrying on this work. 
Let this snbject be always discussed by you, always 
think abontit, get its us¢fulaess explained, and carefully 
consider how imuch of loyalty and how much of dis 
loyalty is in it. This is what 1 telt you on the present 
” pecasion. Though what I have to say may be muoh 
more.than this still T hnve told yon its substance in u. 
brief minner, If the consideration of this*he hegnn 
nmong von, be begun in Maharashtra, bo hegmn in 
India, then some day or other this work will succeed ; 
and even if this matter lies in God’s bands still it is 
necessary. 1 adinit that it «does not lie in our hands. 
But the effect of action cannot fail to take plucé in 
this world, The effect of nection may not be obtained 
so soon as [ say, may not be obtained botore iny eyes, 
perhaps I may not be benefitted by it. But this action 
mmnst have its fruit (cheers). According to the, law 
of action, when a certain action is done, another results 
froing it, ‘and aw third one results ont of that. Such 
succession goes on. Time will be required, there, will 
be delay. But do we ask at all thnt we should have 
‘moksha hetore our eyes? Again do we unsk for it 
with the thought that we should have it at the hahds 
of a certain person? Only just now a Resolution whs 
passed if our conference that the parties of Moderates 
and Nationalists are not wanted. That istosay, it js the 
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same to us‘to whomsoever siarajya is given, There 
is no objection even if powers he given to your sopoy 
to-morrow. You may sity, how will the sepoy exercise 
such u great power? The sepoy is to die some day or 
other aud then wo will see (cheers). We want rights. 
Wo want n certain sort of ‘nrimngenient giving linppi- 
ness. Woe will get it. Our children will get it. 
Make tho offort that is to he made. Be ready to do 
this work with the thought that it belongs to yon. 1 
am sure that by the grace of Clod your next generation 
will not fil to obtain the fruit of this: work, though it 
may not he obtained in your lifestime (cheers).

* Gentlemen, before saying a few words to you it 
is my first duty to thank vou very mach. If is my first 
duty to thank you for tb6 honour you have done to me 
by calling me Lere and for the address vou have 
presented to me. Wlintever the motive with which 
you bave conferred the hong upon me, the few words, 
which 1 Lave now: to tell you, relate to work. 

~ Perhaps this mny appear strange to rou. You hnve 
called ine here and if I make a statement uhout my 
own work hefore you, that would bea sort of impro- 
priety. Should you think that Mr, Tilak come here 
and rold people his ‘own things IT say I cdo not besitnte 
at®all to tell them nt this place since the things which I 
have to tell you are of as great an advantage to vou 
as they are to me. Tiil now controversies and discus 
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sions about the stute of our. country have tuken “place 
in various ways and at various places, Whut is bene 
ficial to the people in general ? Many things are 
beneficial. Religion, which relates to the other world! 
is beneficial. Similarly, morality too is beneticial. 
Prarvision: for one’s maingenance is beneficial. Our 
trade shonld expand, the popnlation should increase, 
there shonld be plenty und that plenty should safely 
fall into our hands—nll these thing? are desinod by 
mep. But it is not possible to discuss nll these things 
‘in‘the short time allowed to me. 1 wiM. «therefore, 
say no few words before you about such of the albove 
things as are important and are considered important 
by thousands of people and abont a subject which is 
now discussed on all sides. This subject is swarajya 
(Cleers). ‘Those things which relate to our liomes we 
do uuthoritatively in our homes. If L desire to do 
such and such a thing, if it be merely: a privato one, 1 
have not to ask any ono about it nor to take anybody's 
porimission nor is it necessary to consult any one olse. 
That is not the case in public matters. As is onr own 
good just »o is the good of all poople. If we considor 
Lew people would begin to live well und how they” 
would attuin a condition of progressive improvement 
we shall »ce that, whatever things we take for consider 
ation ‘we ‘are handicapped in consequence of there 
Leing no authority in our hands. If 1 railway is tobe 
construeted from one place to unother, that is not 
under our control, As tor trade, I might talk much 
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xhont giving onconragement to such and such an 
industry but it is not wholly in our power to gequire 
knowledge of that. indgstry at the place whore it 
is carried on to lesson the trade of: those s¢ people in 
this country and increase our own trade. Whatever 
thing we nay take it is thewame witlrit. Woe cannot 
stop the sale of liquor. There are also some things 
which are vot wanted by us or by our Ciovernment, 
but the course of the general administration is such 
that it is not in our power to make any change,~—tlro 
slightest ach&ange,—in ir. We lave till now mude 
many- complaints and Government have heard them ; 
hut what is the root of all the complaints ¢ Wlaot 
things come in the way of improving our condition 
as we desire and what is our diffiealty,—this has been 
considered tor about 50 yes past, and many wise 
people have, after considering this thing, discovered 
one cause of this, which is that orr people have no 
anthority in their hands. In public matters, different. 
people Lavo dittferent opinions. Some say, ‘Do you not 
possess authority ¥ Do not drink liquor, and all is done.’ 
The advice is good indeed, but stopping all the pgople 
“trom drinking liquor cannot be done by mere andvicv. 
‘This requires some authority. He who has not got 
that authority in his hands cannot do that work. And 
if it had been possible to do the work by mere advice, 
tlen we would not have wanted a king. Government 
adwinistration has come into existence for giving effect, 
to the things desired by a Jarge number of people. And 
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ns that Government is not in our hands, if anything is 
desired by thonsands of you but not by those who contro! 
tlheadministrafion, that.thing cin never be accomplished, 
I had como hege on a former” occgsion. What abont 
the famine administration of that time ? When Govern 
ment camo to know that tie swenvers sustained great 
loss during famine, some steps were takon about it. 
We have lost our trade. The business of commission 
agency used to be carried on formerly ; it is n6t that 
commission agency business did not exist before, nor 
that it does not exist now, The business of fhe agents 
is carried on at present. The difference is that while 
nt that time you were the cominission agents of our 
trade, you havo now —become the commission ngents 
of the business inén of England. You buy cotton here 
and send it to England and when the cloth made from 
it in Eogland arrives, you buy it on commission and 
sell it to us. The business of commission agency has 
remained, but what has happened in it is that the profitu 
which this country derivedefrom it is lost to us and goes 
to the English. The thing is that the men and the 
busirfess are the samo as before but owing to a changes 
in the ruling power, we cannot do somo things. Such 
has become the condition that such things ns wonld be 
“beneficial to the country cannot he carried out. At 
tirst we thodght that since the Duglish Government wns 
asa matter ef fact alien, and there was no sedition in 
calling ther so, there would be no sedition whatever nor 
any othor offence in calling alien those thiugs which 
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nro alien. What is the raqsolb of nlionness? Tho diffe- 
renco between nliens and is that the ଆ point of 
view is alien, their thoughts aro alien, and their general 
conduct is such that thett minds aro not inclined to par- 
ticularly benefit those people to whom they are aliens. 
The Muhammedan kings who ruled Lore at Ahmed- 
nngar (I don’t call Mnhammedans aliens) came to 
nnd lived in this country and at lust desired that loca! 
industries should thrive. ‘The religion may be different. 
The children of him who wishes to live in India, also 
wish to lite in India. Let thent remain. Those are 
not aliens who desire to do good to those children, to 
that mon, and other inhabitants of India. By alien 1 
do not menn alien in religion. He who does what is 
beneficiul to the people of this conntty, be he w Muha- 
mumhedan or an Englishman, is not alien. ¢ Alienness’ 
has to do with interests. Alienness is certainly not 
concerned with white and black skin, Alicnness is not 
concerned with religion. Alienness is nob goncerned 
with trade and profession. ,I do not consider him an 
alien who wishos to make an arrangémont whereby that 
Country in which he has to live, bis children have to live 
and his future generations have to live, may sce good duys 
and bo benefited. Ho may not perhaps go with mo to the 
same temple to pray to God, perhaps there may he no 
intermarriage and interdining betwoen him and me. 
_ All these are ininor questions. But if a man is exerting 
“himself for the good of India, and takes measures in 
that direction, I do not consider him an alien. At first I 
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thought that thero was nothing particular in ‘this. The 
Peshwa’s rule passed away nnd the Muhammedan rule 

passed away, the country came into the possession of, 
the English bug the King’s dut}- is to do all those things 
whereby the nation may become eminent, he benefited, 
rise; and heeome the equal of other nations, That 
King who does this duty is not alien. He is to he cone 
sidered nlicn, who «does not do this duty, but looks only 
to his own benefit, to the benefit of his own racé, and 
to the: benefit of his original country. At first hundreds 
of questions arose. Agricnltnral assessment then ine 
creased, the Forest Department was organised in a 
particalar mannor, the Abkari Dopartinent was organi- 
sed in a particular manner,—about all these things 
Iwo have been constantly camplaining to Government 
for the past 20 or 25 years. But no arrangement about 
the, different department, tho different professions, the 
different trades and tho different industries, wore mado 
necordingly. This is the chief quostion of the past 50 
years. While looking ou§ for a cause of this, we nt 
first believed that when wo informed this Coverns 
mont ‘of it, it would at once proceed to do as we desiree: 
Tho Gov ermument is alien, It does not konw the facts, 

When 5 or 10 of our prominent men assembling 
together tell Government, tho latter will undersand it. 

It being alien, it cannot: understand it. As soon ns the 
Governmentsis informed of this, it is so generous 
minded and wise that it will listen to what you have 
to say and redross_ the grievances. Such , was our 
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belief. But the polioy of Government «luring ' tho 
last 50 yenrs hns beou the cause of the removal of this 
belief. However much®yon may clamour, howover 
much you many agitate, whatever the vuumber of 
grounds you may show, its sight is so affected as not 
to seo the figures drawn from its owh reports and set. 
bofore it. The same arguments and the same grounds 
do not inect with its approval. If we say any thing to 
it, if sticks only to what may be adverse to our 
statement. Perhaps some one may come and tell you 
that theré is nothing to wonder at in this. Whether 
the Mubammedans or the Hindus or the Peshwns or 
the Emperor of Nagar may have been your rulers, 
those kingdoms have heen broken up and vow the rule 
of the English bas Leen established. Of course those 
people do just what is beneficial to them. Why then 
do you compluin anbout them ? This is snre. to 
happen. Such is the opinion of several people. 
This your outoery only becomes the cnuse of giving pain 
to Government and in a mamner disturbing its inind. 
For this reason do not raise this outery and nceoept 
Anietly what it mny give. Accept gladly what littlo it 
may givo and thank it. Such is the opinion of several 
people. 1 «lo not approve of this opinion. Aly opi- 
nion is thant whatever be the Government vhother 
British or any other, it lings, as Government, u sort of 
duty to perform. Government has a sort. of religious 
duty to perforin; a sort of responsibility lies on its 
shoulders. 1 sny that when a Govermnont cvades thus 
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responsibility it is no Government at all. Government 
possesses authority. Government has a dyty to 
perform. As we have a duty$ so those who nre called, 
Government hgve also an duty¥* They must do certain 
things. Tho Government hns already adinitted certoin 
duties. Does fot Government do such works as 
constructing roads, establishing post-offices and tele- 
graphs ? It does. If tomorrow some one were to say 
‘If Government does not construct * ronds, it “is its 
pleasure. It may construct them if it likes, but not if 
it doos hot like,’ then all of you who are Assembled: 
hero will find fault with him saying, ‘If these things 
are not to he done by Government, why do we pny 
taxes?’ If the Government will not utilise for the 
poople’s conveniences taxes levid from us, it has no 
uuthority to take any taxes whatever from us. Govorn- 
ment tako theso for our benefit. When any person 
argue before you that the Government is good, what 
do they show ? Tho question is alwoys nsked ‘This 
our Government has constrycted roads, made railways, 
established telegraphs and post offices—are not these 
convanienoes nade tor you ? Why do you then raisg,. 
nn outcry ngninst Government ? I do not say that 
those things havo not done, but that those that have 
heen done pre not sufficient. These things havo been 
dono, done well and have been dono better by fhe 
British Goveynment than they would have been done 
hy tho former Governments—this is an honour tb them. 
But should we not tell it to do these things which it 
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does not do? But that is not a real Government 
which gonsiders itself insulted when told of those things 
which have not been done and a desire to do which is 
not apparent even now, which does snot direct its 
attention to them though told in many ways, and 
which thinks that we siouldnict tell those things to “it; 
What then is meant ly « real Government ? This 
must he considered a little. There is a vast difference 
between the present system and the old system. At 
present an effort is heing made to oreuto a sort of 
erroneon¥ conception. Neither the Collector nor the 
civilians arriving here, who are called the bureau- 
cracy in English, are Government. A police sepoy isnot 
Government. It does not constitute any sedition whatever 
to say, * Do something if it can be done, while maintain- 
ing the British mle wihch is over onr country, without 
harin boeing done to that role and without weakening 
it. Wo want the role of the English which is over 
us. Bat we do nat want these interveniug mniddle- 
men (cheers). The grain belongs to the mastor, the 
provisions belong,to the master. But remove tho in- 
tervoning middlemen’s aching belly, and confer those 
powers upon the people so that they muy duly look “to 
thoiy domestic affairs. Wo unsk for stwarajya of this 
kind. This swarajyq does not mean that the English 
Gévernment should be removed, the Emperor's rule 
slould be removed nnd the rule of some one of our 
Native: States should be established in its place. 
The , meaning of swarajya is that explained by 
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Mr. Khapnrde at Belganm, viz., we want to remove the 
priests of the deity the deities nre to be retained there 
priests are not wanted. We gay appoint other priests 
from.amongst tis. These intervaning Collectors, Commi-' 
ssioners and oflior people are not wanted. Who at 
present exeroiseseule over you? The Emperor does 
not come and exercises it. He is in Englond. 
some facts were conmunicated to him it is his wish 
that good should be done to you. \WWh® then js not 
good done to you? Hence we «lo not want these 
‘priests (cheers). Those people are clever.. You say 
that no priest is wanted. They will say ‘We havo 
passed examinations. We do many things.’ All 
things are true. But their attention is directed more 
,to the remuneration belonging to the priest. Hence 
this priestly office should romain in our hands. The 
position .of the Badwas of Pandharpur and these people 
is the same (cheers). Will there be any loss to the 
Emperor if the said priestly office does not remain in 
the hands of the bureaucracy who are endeavouring 
to retain it? There wil be none, Some will say 
that the English people belong to the Emperor’s race, 
Bat after we have become the Emperors subjects*ho~ 
does not make any distinction between the English 
subjeots and the black subjects. He does not wish to 
make it. ©The moaning of tho word swa4rajya is Mpni- 
cipal Local Self-Govermnent. But that is a ture. 
It is not stfficient. When an order comes frdm the 
Collector, you have to obey it. He has power to 
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meddle. He has power to onll the Presidont and tell 
him to do such and such a thing. If tho Presidont 
does not do it, the Colleator has power to remove him. 
“Then where is the sivarejya? (cheers). . The meaning 
of swrarajya as stated above is retention of our Emperor 
and the rule ofghe Enlish people, ant the full posses- 
spn by the people of the authority to manago the 
remaining affairs. This is the definition of swarajyg. 
What. we n# Tor is not that the authority of the. 
English should be lessened, nor that the English 
Governmenttshould go awny and the German Govorn- 
mont should come in its place. On the contrary, the 
present war has proved and the whole wor]d has seen 
that it is not our wish that the German Government 
should come here. Nay, in order that the rulo of 
this Govornment should romain here permanently, 
thousands of our people arc to-day sacrificing their 
lives in the most distant and cold climes, (here, here 
cheers). What is left then ? -If in ordor that this 
rule may remain and that this rule should not go away 
and tho raule of the German people should not come 
in its place, we pay money—bo it according toe oir 
“means though we are not as wealthy as the Englist. 
According to our ability, our fighting men are gomg 
there and sacrificing their lives and in this way exerting 
themselves. France, Germany and other nations 
commending and applauding them (cheers, Jienr, hear). 
By shedding our blood we have proved our desire that 
onr loynlty to the Euglish Government should be of 
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this kind (hear, hear and cheers). J do not think 
that any man can adduce stron ger evidence than this 
in his favour. Thus to-day it js an ondowhted fact that 
woe want here tho rule of the Raiglish alone and accor 
dingly wo are oxerting ourselves. If such is tho state 
of things, why sould not these intervening people 
who have been appointed he removed and why should 
we not get the right possessed by the people in other 
places within the British Empire # Wo arg not 
inferior to them in point of bravery and education, we 
possess mbility. Such being the case, why should we 
Why should the Emperor make 


not got the rights ? 
a distinction between his black and white subjects ? 

Who has given such advice to the Emporor ? The 
‘peculiar feature of the British constitution is that the 
Emperor acts on the advice of tho people. Why 
should tho ministers give him such advice? At 
present those who possess power, i. C., the burcaucrsey, 
aro white. When a black man goes among them he 
too becomes like them. Under the present system, 
if a native on his arrival from England after passing 
exinmyination be appointed to be a colleotor ho after 
goivg among them becomes just like them. Do not 
think that 1 am speaking only abont the white. Wo 
do not want this system. What does it matter if « 
manor two goes among them ? Ho cannote (lo 
anything i in particular. Therefore this system mustebe 
done nway with. We would not be satisfiedl by the 
appointment of one ortwo persons. Let tliat be, 
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Who introduced the system ? The Emperor cid not 
introduce it. Tho Queen’s proclamation as promul- 
gated is of one sort and the prosent system is of another 
"sort. At present it is not all left in our hands to bring 
nbaut our own good. Were we to think that 
encouragement should he gen to stvadeshi goods by 
imposing duty on eertain imparted foreign goods, 
that is not in our hands. Were we to think of starting 
such und such fdustries required in this emmtry or 
of importing puid teachers from foreign countries, that 
thing is net ify our hands. What a small thing’ this is! 
It is necessary that all people shold know reading and 
writing. Whetbera man hewn Mubammadan or of 
any other religion or of any censte, he ought to know 
a little of reading and writing. This thing is now 
neknowledged by all people throughout the world, 
There is now no doubt about this... By knowing 
reading and writing a man derives at least some 
henefit. No one requires to be told of this anew. 
Then why is not that thing done here? Because 
there is no money. Who: gives this excuse ¢? This 
excuse is given Ly the bureaucracy. Their pay is 
Rs. 2,500 and if it is to be raised to 3,000, then 
‘there is money, ‘The sane was the case with exchange 
compensationn When the price of the pupees or 
(silver) fell, six crores of rupees wero brought, out 
hy'Government on account of exchange. At thut 
time monoy was found. Unless you have authority 
in your hands these things which are taking place oan 
‘ 
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not he got over. ‘There is no money for education, 
hut there is money to pay a salary of Rs. 2,500 to the 
Collector. Moreover the peesent bureaucracy docs 
not consider thot thing from®the point of view trom 
which we would consider it if authority wore to come 
into our hands. “At first eve were told that money 
should be spent on education. When people begin 
to know how to read and write the namber of offences 
gornmnitted falls by thousands, they* carry onetheroe 
dealings well ; they nnderstand what is of advantago 
‘aud wirat is of disadvantago to them. When people, 
become tit in tliis manner an officer of Rs- 2,500 will not 
be necessary to govern them. One of Rs. 500 will 
do and we shall be able to spend Rs. 2,000 on educn- 
stion. In no other country are thore so highly paid 
officers at present. ‘Ihe viceroy who comes to govern 
Tnfia gets Rs.20,000 a month, while the Prime Minister 
of England gets Rs. 5,000. Ho who remaining in England 
manages, the affhirs of the whole Empire gets Re-5,000 
while he who carries on the administration of India 
here gots Res- 20,000. Why so? There is no answer 
to this. This is so becanse this thing is managed at 
the cost of others (cheers). This is India. Go and cat. 
If any shop belonging to other people is made over 
‘to you for management, you will pay the employee a 
salary of Re- 100 if he belongs to your community or 
caste while you would pay him’ a pay of Rs 5041 
your owhshop. In this way the present arrnngement 
is being carried on. We are not. ab all benefited by 
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this arrangement. Thus it is-not the case that these 
things havo come to our notice for the first time. Tt 
is 30 years since the thigs came to onr notice. When 
the National Congress “was held at Celentta in 1906, 
Mr. Dudablhai Novroji stated this distinctly (cliéors). 
Ho gove it as his 50 years" experience that for coun- 
ternoting this present irregularity and the sort of 
injustice that is taking place in India, there is no 
other remedy than that the power should pass into the 
people’s hands. He called it Self-Governmot. And 
in the hinds of the people. Wo must decide upon 
the arrangement ns rogards what is to be done in our 
homes, whut is to be done in our villages, what is to 
be done in our country and whut is to be done in our 
presidency. If we decide about this, it will bo done 
nf n small cost it will be done well, and our docision 
us regards in what matter wo should expend more 
money, and in what matter Jess, will be more benefioial 
to the pcople. The bureaucracy sys that we do not 
possess knowledge as if they nlone possess it. Their 
first look-out is t6 sce how thoir pay will be secure. 
When money comes into the treasury the experte on 
ncconnt of their pity mnst be first dofrnyed. Their 
inilifary expenditure nnst bo first defrayed. They 
mnst be first fully provided for. If money remains 
‘after this, it is to be applied to education. ‘They do 
not say that education is not wanted. .Kducfftiom is 
not a bod thing jn their eye. But the people arc to be 
educated and their other couveoniences are, it’ possible, 
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to be looked to after all the above expenditure is de- 
frayed. This is to be thought of afterwards. Wo shall 

first consider NN hether you gould manage things or 

not if power were to come int@ your hands. If you 
think that more pny has to be paid to these people then 

reduce it and telPthem tha# they will have to do the 
work for the country, When all these things will be 
cosidered in this inanner, we shall have in our hands 
the opportunity of bringing abont thoSe things which 
‘ib is: desirable to bring about. This is mere speculation. 
Whore- is your difficulty ? There is®ae common. 
saying in Marathi: A certain man asked three 
questions. Why does the horse boucome restive, why 
did betel lenves rot—the story occurs in the third book : 
jt was there formerly, I do not know whether it is 
there now.— He gave a single answor to tayo or three 
such questions, whioh is, ‘owing to not turning? Simi- 
larly, why the consumption of liquor is not reduced in 
our presidency, why are the people subjected to zulum 
in forests, why is money not available for education ¢? 
-All these questions have one answer, gnd it is this: Be- 
causejyou have no power in your hands’ (choors) and 80 
long as this power will not come into your hands, s0 
Jong there will also be no dawn of your good fortune. 
Whoevor may be the Emperor we speak not anything 
about him.” But woe must do those things whioh relate 
to business, tr ude, religion and socicty. Unless the power 

of doing those things comes partially into our bunds— 
in the end it must come fully-—unnless it come fully. into 
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our hands, it is impossible for us to see a time of plenty, 
the dawn of good fortune, advantage or prosperity. 
Water cannot be dronk “with others’ mouths. We our- 
gelves have to drink it.“ Similaris the present arrange- 
ment that of drinking with others’ mouths. We otr- 
selves must draw our waters-the water of our well—-and 
drink it. If that well belongs to Government a tax of a 
rapee per month may, if necessary, be paid. But we 
want‘power. There are no means of salvation for us 
nnless we have it in our possession. This principle of 
politics i§ almost settled—proved—from the point of 
view of history, morality and social science. Now you 
may ask why it was told to you for so many days. 1 have 
to say a few words about this. That power should 
come into our hands or the time of its coming into 
your hands is approaching. Up till now the generality 
of people in England thought of deriving as much 
profit from India as possible and that India was a sort 
of burden to them. The people in England used to 
think that the 30 crores of people in India would over- 
throw their rule,some time or others that they should 
be disarmed and that they. must be kept in slaveyy and 
under control as much as‘ possible. But that condition 
is now changed. Owing to the war which is now going 
on in Europe, it has begun to ‘be thought that unléss 
all the many parts of the British Empire unite together, 
that Empire would not attain as ‘much strength as it 
should. ‘It has:so happened now that a conscionsnes, 
has been awakened in them that they stand in need of 
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aid from other countries called colonies belonging to 
them—Australia, Canada and New Zealand, which 
are inbabited, by Sahebs. Mf you take advantage of, 
this awakened £onsciousness, you too have this oppor- 
tunity of acquiring some-rights. No one tells you to 
obt:stin these rights by thé use of the sword, But 
to-day the nation’s mind has undergone a change. 
India can-give sone help to England. If India be 
Afappy England too will acquire a ° sort of glory,’na sort 
of strength and a sort of greatness. This gonsciousness 
has heén awakened in Lngland. ‘If no advantage ig 
taken of this awakened consciousness at this time, such 
an opportunity will not occur again. The bureaucracy 
considers this to bo bad. Who will he loser in this? Not 
*the Emperor, but the bureaucracy. They, therefore, con- 
sider this thing to be bad, aud they are now telling us 
thgt we are not fit for Swarajya, and tbat, therefore, 
they have come here. As ‘if there was no Swarajya 
anywhere in India when they were not here ! Woe all 
wero barbarians and ready, to cut “each otler’s throats. 
There was no system of adminiswation under the 
Peskeva’s regime. There was no system of adminijs- 
{ration under Mubhammadan regime. We were not 
able to carry :on State administration, we were: not 
‘able to conpstmuct roads. We did not know how the 
peop]e might ‘be happy. Nana Pbadnavis was a fool, 
Malik Ampor was a fool, Akber and Aurangzeb wére 
fools. Therefore these people have come here Yer your 
good and you are still children -(laughter).” Let us 
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admit for n moment also that you‘ ire children. When 
nre you now to hecomo grown upef In law when one 
attains his 21st year oneis considered to he grown up. 
Though theso people have ruled over ur for 50 years 
we have not been able to become grown up. What 
then did thoy do for 50 yedrs ? If the pcople of India 
were children whose:duty wns it to educate them ? 
It was their duty. They wore the rulers. I go so.fir 
ns to say that they have not done this duty—-benco not 
only aro we children, but they are unfit to rule (cheors). 
This aloud is good that those people who could not 
improve the condition of their snbjects during 50 years 
should give np their power and mako it over to others, 
If there be a manuger of your shop and if he fier 
formed the duty of minim for 50 years, but there was 
only loss continuously for 50 years, what would you tel} 
him ? Sir, give np your place and go away. We shall 
look to our own management. Another may he ofa 
lower grade. Thongh he may. be less clever, he will nt 
least know that ‘in managing a shop there should 
nt lest be no loss. This at least he must know. Whit 
those peoplo tell us, viz., that. we bave not bhetome 
fit, proceeds from selfishness. If what they say be-trno, 
it is in a way disgraceful to them. They are being 
proved to be unfit. And if it be false, they are selfish. 
Wo can draw no other convlusion from this than the 
aJove. What is meant by ‘we nro unfit’ ? What is 
the maiter with us? Our municipal inanageinent i3 
tolerated. If someone comes from England ufter 
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passing cxamination and becomes a Collector that is 
tolerated. They discharge their duties and Govern- 
ment commenryls them. But*when the rights of s1wa- 
fajya are to ba given to the ffeople, to tell all people, 
crores of people plainly-that they arc unfit is to mnke 
an éxhibition of one’s own thnfitness (cheers). Besides 
this, objections of many other sorts are taken against 
swarajya. ‘In the first placo, I have already said that 
they unhositatingly decide that the whole nation i# unfit. 
If we gay, ‘hold an examination? no examination too is 
held. ‘Unfit, unfit—what does it mean ¢ Rot your inom 
to work dnd set our men also to work. See whether 
they do or do not work properly. No opportunity to 
work is given and yot wo are called unfit. Are even 

‘those, who havo been given an. opportunity, found 
unfit? ‘There aro members in the Logislutive Coutcil, 
arg they unfit? Have they ever called themselves 
pnt? Have you ever called them unfit ? No. What 
does then unfit mean? You don’t mean to give. In 
ordor to say thero isno butjermilk, is deceit necessary ? 
To-day being Sunday, there is no butterimnilk—such is 
the shufling that is going on now. I want to ask you 
whethor you without allowing that shuffling are pre- 
pared or not to inake a resolute demand, lf you aro 
‘not pr¢pured to ask, if you do not make urgent solici- 
tation about this,-—# you throw awuy the pretent 
opportunity,.such an opportunity will not come ay4in 
for 100 years. Therefore, you must ho prepared. 1 
know that if after being prepared wo spoke* n, little 
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forcibly, some police sepoy may say ‘O you’ : (This 
is not unlikely). But it must be put up with. There 
is no help for it. We have no power in our hands. 
We can not say to-the police sepoy,: ‘yon are a fool, go 
back.” He obeys the Police Inspector's order. But I 
can tell you that if you,” people of all castes ‘nnd 
religions, becomo united and at this time make this 
demand of Government resolutely and unitedly press 
it earhestly, be “prepared to bear any expense that 
may be necessary for this, and proclaim not only to 
Governmént but to the whole world that unless your 
demand be granted you would not be satisfied nor 
remain contented,—if you possess so much resoluteness 
J am suoro that by the grace of God you will not fail to 
have the demand granted to you pretty soon. This 
wilf be the frojt of your resoluteness. Whether in 
religion or in politics, resoluteness is required nnd that 
resoluteness of mind does not come without courage, 
1t wilt not do to say ‘How will it be? Whether good 
or evil may result, we want this very thing. We 
will ask for this vory thing. For this we will collect 
money and .undergo any expenditure or exertions® that 
may be necessary and we will not stop this agitation till 
this our demand is satisfied. If this work is not 
completed within our life-time, our children also will 
keep up this same agitation. When there is such 
dévotion for this work, only then fimit will be obtained. 
Witnont devotion, no fruit is obtained from God, from 
King, in this world or in the next world. If you do not 
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possess this devotion, no fruit will be obtained though 
strenuous exertions be made in this manner. .First, 
devotion is required, Both rfch and poor must possess 
devotion. The poor must help in their own way, the 
rich must help in their own way. Those who possess 
intelligence must help by means of intelligence. Every 
man must bear this thing constantly in mind, If you 
do not bear this thing constantly in mind, if you do not 
prepare yourself to make exertions, “then it will be 
sheer folly to blame others for failure. ¢ rbaps the 
word folly may have been disliked by. you. I uttered! 
it in the heat of speaking. But my firm belief is that 
we havo not yet begun to make efforts as strenuously, 
ns earnestly and ns devotedly, as we should have. If 
’n Saheb were to nsk whether there wonld ‘be confusion 
or not if powers were given to us, we say, yes. Wo 
hasve no men ! The men are not prepared ! And then 
we laughat the Saheb in our house ; wemnst laugh there 
(cheers) (laughter). It will not do to laugh in our 
house. The reply must be given just to his face. Wo 
must be prepared to maintain the thiftgs which we cone 
sider to he true and tell them to the people, to tho 
officers, and even to the Emperor. On the day on 
whiclh-you will be ready to do this—particularly in these 
‘days after the war is over—the administration shall have 
to be.changed in some respects at lenst. If the adminis 
tration be Jike the present, England camot grant any 
authority among European nations. At present England 
is the most powerful of all. The English Goverumeént 
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is the most powerful, bat to: keep it so, change inust 
necessarily be made in the present administration. As 
‘a matter of fact they say, ‘make that change.’ Indin 
does not say that the change should heemadec. Some 
defects or others are found therein. { stood up to-day; 
another will stand to-morrow and say that your good 
does not lie in this, The arrangement which exists ot 
present is itself good. There is the henign Govern- 
ment. The bureaucracy ts wise. Therefore if you act 
in accordangge with their principles, that would be well. 
This is not the condition of traders. This is sot the 
condition of intelligent people: This is not the condi- 
tion of people of any religion such as Musalmans, etc. 
It is not the case that it applies only to one class, only 
to Muhaminadan merchants. ‘The thing which I am 
going to tell is not for Musalmans, for Hindus, nor for 
traders. It applies to all. There is only one medicine 
for all people. That medicine is power; tako it in yonr 
possession, when it comes into your possession, if there 
be any disputes between yoy and us, we would be able 
to settle them. After the power Las come into our 
hands there would be much time to settle them: If 
there be any difference of opinion in religions beliefs, 
that too we will remove. We want power for, this. 
Wo want power to settle desputes. _ It is not wanted 
for increasing them. Aliens do not know as imnuch as 
wh do what we have to do for our country. Their 
point af view is different. Hence, British Government 
being maintained at the head, one and the- same 
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Emperor will rule over India as he does over the British 
Empire. But introtluce here an arrangement similar 
to that in other Colonies. ‘There, in those Colonies, 
they have got in théir own hands nll the power; tho right 
of ownership, and the power to make laws. That does 
not affect the Binjieror.* Thero is no attempt to over- 
throw the British Government. But this is an attempt 
to make the British rule more pleasing to the people, 
Some people will lose their menns of maintonance, 
that is not denied. We do not think that the Emperor 
has reserved Indian for those people. ‘The present are 
rangement has come into existence for some reason. 
It must go away. Tho Emperor ought to give powers 
into the hands of the people, and without making any 
‘distinction between Indian and British subjects, bet 
ween the white and the black subjects. As they ‘fre 
the Emperor’s subject, so are we too his subjects. We 
must become as happy as they. ‘The thing which some 
wise, learned and thoughtful people have now decided 
to. be the key of all those, js starajye The timo for 
it has now arrived. I have explained to you the meane 
ing & it. I hove told you how its time has come. 
But though all things may exist, your resolutencss ig 
the final thing. The opportunity which has come will 
‘Le lost. “Rhough the arrangement of which I spenk be 
in coptemplation, you will not get it. There must ‘be 
rosoluteness’ on your part. Fortunately tho think, 
about ifs ncquisition is that an agitation of this kind has 
now begun. Recently we have established at Belgaum 
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aninstitution to work for swarajya. An institution hak 

been established in Madras. This subject is already before 

the Congress and it will ‘dispose of it ope way or the 

otber. At least you must show so mach courage that 

if some one, the Collector, Commissioner, eto,.—were to 

ask ‘what do you want’, be’ should be told * We want 

power, thore must he power in our hands’. Govern- 

ment servants should be considered to be people’s ser- 

vants. Donot think that when in futare powor comes into. 
your hands, you are not to entertain Europeans as s@r- 

yants. i he can work well, we shall keep hith, and 
wo shall pay bim what we may think proper. But he 

must he our.servant, we are not his servants. Jf we 

entertain this desire and make efforts for it, then this 

thing is capable of accomplishment. For this give the: 
help that may be required: Be prepared to render 

such assistance as may be required to those who may 

come to speak to us in connection with this, And 

when you are thus propared—people of different places, 

not only of Bombay, Poona, Nagar, but also of Bongul, 

Madras, etc.—if people of ull places be prepared, this 

thing is feasible, ‘To aocomplish it, to accomplish it 

soon, begin to work for it. Having told this much to 

you, and expressing n hope that ‘the time for India 

soon to eee some froit or other in accordango with the 

above will arrivo, and askiug your forgiveness for any 

muntakes'I may havo committed in my lecture or tor 

my tanoting words*that I may have uttered respecting 

you, I tnmnk you heartily (cheers).” 
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(Ahmednagar, 1st June, 1916.) 

“1 had thought that I would probably not have 
to delivor another lecture after the one delivered: here 
yesterday. On that occasioneI have already told as’ 
many of the two or four common things about stoarajyd 
as eould be told “within anehour. But this ‘subject is 
such a one that, not only one, but even ten lectures on 
it will not suffice. Therefore I am to-day going to speak 
,iigain about two more things about* swarajye «which 
tere not told yesterday, in such a way that the very 
‘snme-mbjoct would be made more cles, ewould bg 
better understood and the people’s ideas about it would 
he more distinct. My general opinion is that what 
reforms woe want are reforms relating to swarajya. 
You may perhaps know the story about the old woman, 
It is to. tho ‘following effect: That old woman, after 
the deity had been propitiated, considered as to what 
she should usk, and prayed for the following boon: 
The deity should give me such a boon that I would 

~tctually see my grandsons dining in dishes of gold, that 
in tosuy she should remain alive till that time, that she 
shogld have a sou, that ho should earn wealth, etc. oto. 
Ih this small boon the whole object is included. Similar 
is the caso of swarajya. If we do .not get swarajya, 
‘there will be no industrial progress, if we do not get 
swarajya, there will’ he no possibility of bavingeauy 
kind of education, useful to the nation, either primary 
or: higher. If we do not get swarajya, it will not be 
merely to.advancoifemale education or secur redudustrial 
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rotorm or social reform. All these are parts of swarajyd. 
Power is wanted first. Where there is powor there is 
wisdom. Wisdom is note separate from power. If it 
"Le, it becomes useless. eln no nation thig proposition is 
required tobe made particularly clear. But it is roquired 
to be explained in an partieular manhor to our people, 
The reason of this is that there is no swarajys in our 
country. Some people raise this objection against our 
party's Why do fot effect social reform? This is said, 
not by us but by those who «do not meun to give 
Eights of» swarajya to us, but wish to transfer the’ 
traiu of our agitation from one track to another. There 
are many people who have affected social reform 
among themselves. Socinl reform is thoroughly 
introduced in Burma. There is one religion. Thero 
the.people are prepared for dnything. Their children 
mary any one they like. But that country is wholly 
immersed in a state of dependence. There is no spirit 
of nationality in respect of mnything there. Then, 
what is wanted ? We aro one nation. We hate a 
duty to perform in this world. We inust get the rights 
which belong to man by nature, we want freeglom. 
We must have in our hands the right of carrying n 
our affnirs. If you do not get these things, no reform 
would be froitfal for you. That is the root of all 
referms. No power no wisdom. Aere bool learning 

is yseless. If you believe that the people who have 

come tq, rule over us are superior to us in inftltigence 

and farming, such is not iny own belief. We can 
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show ns much learning, as much courage, as much 


nbility as they. Perhaps they may not be apparent 
now, bat they,are in us. Tiere are conjunctions in 
history as wellgas in astronoify. When tho Mubam- 
madan rule w ମଞ declining, the Marathas had only 
recently risen. ‘Afterwards, the English having set 
toot in this India, the whole power has pussod into 
their possession, and their power is the cause of the 
admiration which we feel for them and the pide— 
be it true or false—which we teel for their bility. 
Arid when oven a small portion ut least of” tifis powew 
comes into your hands, then your wisdom will be of 
any use. Many things are now wanted by us. Our 
industries must bo improved. But why was it stopped ? 
“Who stopped it ? _1f wo begin to look out for the 
cause of this, it will appear that we did not stop this 
industrial reform, wo did not stop this economic reform, 
In that nation, in which there i3 « way and there is 
liberty to rise and to show one’s ubhility, good qualities 
flourish. 1lf-you possess wisdom, when you assist some 
groat officer and ho commends you, then you think that 
you ppssess ability. ‘This is a sort of feebleMudednosse— 
want of spirit—and it has cuvelopod the whole nation. 
You say <I cannot do it. You never did it, no ono 
gave you s¢nad ; cevon betoro it you imake an outcry 
thut you camo To such and such a thing. Saying’so 
they take to some other path, Jn my opinion it ia 
grent misfortune that, in our Maharashtra ad. Joust, 
some poople should bring forward this exous® ir the 
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above manner and come in the way of the agitation 
which is carriod on for the acquisition of the rights of 
s10arajya. Have wo not* done these things ? Think 
of this, Maharastra certiinly possesses au quality that 
ein be utilised for tho nation. But at the present 
time we do not get ah opportunity of making use of 
that quality, and our mind does not turn to some 
other thing, sueh as tomnle education or this or that 
thing, simply becanse that apportumity is not given to 
us (cheers). If my one else sees any danger imthis 
Jie many clo it, but my mind cannot be convineéd, has 
not been convinced, nor do 1 think that it will be 
convinced during the few years that are left (cheers). 
It is vain to spenk of other subjects. At present our 
people are not endowed witli heroism, couruge andl 
learning, when our women are educated their genera- 
tion will become of that sort, but even that is to arise 
trom our own seed (cheers). If any one has such no 
belief as tho above that is wrong. 1 do not say that 
female education is not wanted but when they tell us 
to turn to it in vorder to stop this agitation on this 
side then ନ : this is a remedy to kill the nition. 
If you do not possess strength, if you have no pluck 
to nueqnire anything, it is quite. foolish to take an edu- 
cated wite und say that the issue begotteu of her would 
be of the abovo sort and that those “our sons would 
nmke some exertions in order to discharge the 
obligation under which they would be to u$ Ycheers). 
Yon.mitst stand on your own legs. You must bring 
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about these things. And you must first bring about 
the chief of those things. The experience of those 
who have maqe exertions fof the past fifty years is 
that this sweyijya is the kéy to all things. And 
[ am to speak again to-day on the same subject 
dn which I spoke yesterday in accordinee with the same 


opinion. Yesterday 1 told yon what swarejya means. 
By stcarajya it is not meant that the Fnglish should be 
driven away. Jt does not maiter whoever may be the 
king. We have nothing to do with the king. When 
wo gef our’ rights, that is snfficient. And whoever 

might be the king ovor us, those rights can he obtained. 
There is a king in England. But have the English 
people riglits or not? The King of England is bimselt 
‘one Emperor. Hence, it, while his kingly position is 
maintained in England, the Fnglish people obtain 
rights of treedom, then what difficulty is there in our 
obtaining the rights of British citizenship, the same 
King continuing "® he Emperor in India? No diffi- 
culty of any sort remains. ofhis dark imputation which 
is mado, viz. that the agitation obott Homo Rule— 
swarsjya—-is seditions and -in the heliet of whichis 
sedition a security of 2,000 Fupees was taken from Mrs, 
Annie Besant the other day -—this imputation, this 
hceusation,, does not come from the Fanperor or from 
subjects, but trom the intervening granary-keopers, 
(cheers) The duty whieh vou have to do is that tis 
administration must he changed. The King ne: od not 
he .chanued. Unless the system rhe arrangement: 
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according to which the present administration is carried 
on is changed, every man in Indin will become more 
nnd more effeminate, Some people say. what does it 
matter if there is sliver? 2 Tt j« not that they at lonst 
give to ent ¥ They do not starve any ono to death. 
Even the beast and birds got to ent. To get t0 edt is 
not thio ain of man. To feed the fimnily is not the end 
of man. ‘Even a crow lives amd ents offerings. A 
erow inaintains himself, ‘They have not to rise erops, 
They get every day cooked rice to ent. 1 do-not 
“consider it inunliness merely to maintain oneself and 
fill the belly, to obey the commandy of the king after 
uecepting those posts whieh may be kepr open within 
the limits laid down by him and to maintain oneself 
nocording to his direction. This naturo is common to 
boasts and men. If there is required tho quality of 
manhood in inn, then it must he seen whether there is 
any Scope open for our intellect, our ability, our cournge 
und boldness. Such scope is n@ open tor Indin. 
Therefore, it we have any duty to perform then the 
first, duty is, taken portion of this anthorty into your 
possession, it dose not mttter if yon take n little portion 
of it; as the President (Mr. N. CC. Kelkar, President 
of the Nagar District Conference) has snid briefly, if 
we do not entertain the hepe of being free to act in 
matters of spending our own money, deciding avcording 
to onr own nnderstanding according to the consent of, 
live os’ten men as to what purpose the tux which we’

pay r~ to be applied. then, according to the Jw of natine: 
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this kind of hope or thought which is in the miirds of 
men will gradunlly lessen and to that extent we shall 
more and more descent to the level of hoasts. Sica- 
rajya, sicarajis, what does itemean? And what will 
be the offeet of it? Doos srarajya mean that ono 
Collactor is remofed and yours hus come ? ‘There is no 
objection to say, remove such and sucha man and make 
such and snch an arrangement in such and such a place, 
Perhaps, « white man when paid wilt ben servant of 
us t9o; if he be good we shall also keop bim. ‘The 
qnestion is not at all about individuals: ‘Phe question 
is about the nation. ‘The chief question is whether uw 
certitin nation is to bo treated like” boasts or consider- 
ing tho people inthe nation to be men, their sentiment, 
.thoir desire for liberty is to be bent in some direction 
and they are to be brongbt and placed in the rink 
of civilized nations, And if the matter be considered 
from such a standpoint, then there is no othor wiy to 
aocomplish this than the acquisition of swarajya, than 
the possession of uthority. When that authority will 
once oome into our hands then wo shall ho able to do 
thousands of things, Such a great attempt was made 
at ‘Poona to elose # liquor shop of Ghoda,- -which may 
be bringing a revonne of a thoushand or two to 
Government, But it is not under our control to elgge 
ite Why is so much corrospondenoe required to deekle 
that #& liquor shop should be started xt a certain plage 
or should Hot be started there? {think that the 
annual prolit of the shop may not be equal to the price 
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of the paper that may have been used {in conection 
with all this business (laughter, hear, hear). This 
business which goes on {fn the preseot system should 
he put a stop to, this high-handedness should he ended 
ond the antbority sbould come into our hands. By the 
anthority coming into our hands the nereditary qualie 
ties which we possess will he heightened. We shall 
Jind a way to make a use of those qualities in some way 
or other. That is swurajya. Swarajya, is nothing 
else. What it it be toa small extent ¥ It dose not 
trouble yous It does not trouhle yon as munch as it 
should. If it be sail, one sits at home, cloes some 
business or other,” jets some monoy maintains his 
ehildren,—this much will suffice, wherefor shoold 
there yow be the movement for swarajye ? ‘The only 
answer to this is the one idea in respect tothe vation, 
viz that dere i is in this world something more than 
aurselves, Athut there is ono more duty of lLringing 
ahout the good of a Zrenter namber than yoursolf— 
tlis duty you have hegun to forget. There was o 
time when ia this country, among the succession of 
groat men in the Mabarashtra thore were nble nen, who 
wore awake to idenls. But owing to fate, thjs homan 
nature has not remained. If another man bogins to do 
ogy work, we suy good. When the work is done, 
that is sufficient. But the oliserimination where to say 
£pod und where not has left us. The English people 
eurry gn our administration, you are sittin * quietly. 
Lt there be any dirt im the eattleshed they sweop it 
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away, look to sunitation, feed them and waterthem 
at the proper time,—but have the cattle put the 
question that this managemeng should come ¢n their 
hands ? (Laughter). The alifference hetween the” 
mon and cattle is that the Collector of Nagar looks to 
»injtation, tells ‘what should be done if n disease 
comes, makes arrangement if a famine comes, takes 
mensures that no calamity muy befall yon. Tlint is to 
say your condition has become like that ot a parrot 
“kept in a cuge ; such a condition is not wanted ; the 
‘euse ef this is not mnerely that they muleo things go, 
but that owing to that arrangement all the good 
qualities possessed by us are gradually disappearing. 
In order that those qualities, may not disappear, we 
_ must bo at liborty to do what they ce: other things 
tlan those dono by them aro not foe be ‘found out ; ewe 
aro not to leave ulono what they do and do uny other. 
thing we nay like. Tho sumo thing is wanted, Wo 
want tho same power to be in onr hands. ‘There is 
only one objection to this, But it is very bad that 
such a condition should arfivoe. A story was published 
in-the Kesari; Rabindranath Tagore has given tn his 
autobiography a poem of this sort ahout a parrot Kept 
in a enge. It narrates in full n conversation between 
,& parrot kept in a cago and a free parrot. The 
free parrot said to the parrot in the cage: “There 
is such fun, outside; one can roam so much, AE 
anywhere one likes, can eat at any time one likes, 
Have you got such joy 27 The parrot Jopt in 
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the cnge replied : “Sir, what yon say is true. , But. 
where can this golden perch he obtained after going 
ont?” ? * Our conditione has become like that. If 
swarajya be got, how age we to manage it ? No one 
gives, no one takes. Your anxiety is if Swarajya 
be got how are we to manage it ? We are-not 
fit. Ifthe said parrot went out, how was he to got 
the cage and the perch to sit on ete. We have reached 
just the same ¢conditione This condition is not 
natural. It is artificial. Just as that sentiment arose 
Jin that parrot’s mind owing to his being confined in « 
Cage for many years so also the above sentiment arose 
in our mind owing to the above powers having passed 
out of our hands. This is not our original natural 
sentiment —the natural human sentiment. As that ix 
not.the parrot’s natural sentiment, just so this is not 
the natural sentiment of our nation. ‘This must be 
borne in mind at first. We bocome tit to do the work 
that falls to us. We are the descendents of those 
people who were fit in this manner, and if we be their 
true descendents, the same qualities must become mani- 
fest in us when we have that opportunity. And we 
must make exertions for it with the confidence that 
they will become manifest. This is what I sny 
(cheers). If heredity has any value, recognise it, 
otherwise at least give vp calling yourselves the grand- 
sons, —pgreat-grondsons —of such and such a person. 
There are now many sardars in our country. “They sty 
that theiy grandfathers were sardurs and that they also 
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havo inlerited the qualities of their grandfather’s blood. 
But iu order to save the vatan, acquired by thom the 
grandfathers, they serve Sahebs in any manner they 
choose ; well I say, they begite to do so because they 
ure surders. Bat why should you or we, who have 
nothing to obtnin, run aftes them ? A sort of shadow 
has thus been thrown over the nation and we have to 
g6t out of it. This is an eclipse... When fhe moon is 
,eelipsed, alms aro given for its becoming free... You 
tre. not prepared to spend even wu pie to put an end to 
‘the ecKpse which has overtaken you, nor «re you pres 
pred to move for it. When the moon wus eclipsed 
the Brahmans of ancient times used at least to make 
Jap (repeating pussages from YVedus, otc.) Do you 
muke any jap at least? Are you making exertions for 
this? Are you prepared to pay a few pice to any one 
for this? No, nothing.. They only raise this objection. 
1t powers be given to the Hindus, what are the 
Muhamimaduans to do? If the rights of siearajya he 
given to the Hindus, the Muhammaduns would not get 
thom. As if we cannot afterwards duly consult our 
Mulyunmadan brethren and come to a settlement. If 
powers enme into our hands we would exercise chim 
over the Mubammedans, and it the powers pass into 
their hands they would exercise zulwm over the Hindus! 
‘These men come to tell you these things on the people’s 
behalf. Who are they? Why do they toll you things? 
‘To detude you. This must be considered, These civil 
servants are far more clever than rou. They want to 
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‘keep power in their hands. This caso is like that of 
the story ‘of the three rogues.’ 

When you make 2 demand in political matters 
you aro told ‘you are effaminate.’ The Muhammadans 
arc. opposed to yon. If the Malhammudans say that 
they have no objection. tlxsy point ‘their finger ‘at a 
third thing. In this manner this roguery is practised. 
1 do not say to any of you that you should do unlawful 
things in order ‘to acqwire these rights. ‘There is a 
lawfol way. But that lawful way is such that you 
must not Jisten to others at all. You must he ptopared 
to su y resolutely that you want what is yours. So long 
as you do not make a resolution in your mind, na soon 
ns some police officer coines and asks you ¢ Well had 
you gone to Mr. Tilak’s lecture ?’ yon nnswer ‘yes I went 
towards the end of it, sat at afdistance, amd could not 
hear the whole.’ Yon cannot deny, as the police officer 
lins seen you. Why is there such a fear in your mind? 
What is there to fear in saying that you want swarajya? 
It is hero that the difienlty arises. When subsequent- 
ly asked by the pgople who “had attended the lecture, 
he tells the truth. But when asked Ly the Police he 
says <1 did not hear it well, two or four were telling. 
what could be done? Well, my opinion is not like 
his. Sach shuffing will not do in this matter. No 
godless is propitiated by shuffling. That goddess 
Iinows what is in your mind. and of all these 
knowing goddesses, the goddess of Liberty ix most 
particle on this point. Ask what von want 
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and they will give it. ‘Perhaps they may say ’‘no’ 
once or twice. How many times will they say ‘no’? 
They must be convinced thu» there is no shutHing in 
this matter. They must be co’evinced that there is no 
other course unless effort is made. It is the business 
of every goddess fo Irightere you “until it appears that 
there is something in you. If we look in our yoga 
shastra, it appears that n goddess has to be won over. 
They begiu to frighten us. If there is success, all right. 
If, without yielding to fear, we do our work resolutely 
tha goclesses of the yoga shastrw will becom pmopitiatedy, 
This admits of proof, this is the rule. Even in political 
matters there is no other rule — other way. We want 
it, woe shall secure it (starajya) and we shall not give 
‘up our exertions without getting it,— unless there be 
such a firm confidence in you this thing would not be 
obtuined ut all. This fear will remain behind, *the 
Police will remain behind, the C. L. D. and Collector 
will remain behind, in the end that thing will be obtain- 
ede You inust not be afmid of their blustering ond 
bawling. Nay, you must consider that this is n defi- 
ntte fonsequenco of this. There js a saying in English 
* How cnn light be seen withont going through dark- 
ness?’ To rise in the morning, the sun has to go 
through darkness, tell you the belief of the common 
. people, and not a proposition of science. Without 
going through durkness, light ounuot be obtaingd. 
Without getting out of the reach of these blasts of hot 
air, troubles, md people’s blustering amd bawling borty 
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cannot he obtnined. Resolution is wanted. 1 told von 
what is Swara;ya. Efforts for it must he begun tis 
much strenuously as possible. By the grace of God, 
the world’s condition is #t present mndergoing n change. 
To speak in the lunguage of faith, God has become 
ready to render help. Bu? though God he ready,” you 
are not ready (laughter). God is quiet. Should « 
gift he sent to vou from heaven ? Nobody nt all sends. 
Even God doesnot send. And if He sends, it will 
also be of no use. For when you are afraid, what 
Already cxists my afterwards disappear. If thts gift is 
given, how is it to be used ? That is to say, if thore be 
any place of God, you will send it to his house. You 
will send it if it can he sent by post (laughter). After 
there is rise of such a sentiment, atter authority of this 
gor which forms part of the national rights of which I have 
told you, comes into your bands, what will take place? 
What will be the effect upon the nation? This I am 
going to tell to-day. 1 have told you what is swarajya. 
My friend, Mr. Kelkar, has already told you that swa- 
rajya does not. mgfan that our authority is to be cstabli- 
shed here by driving away the English. Some people 
will have to he driven away. Swarajya is not driving 
away the King and taking his authority into one’s 
hands, It means takingointo the hand the subjets’ right. 
If st he carefully considered if England derived any 
benefit by keeping this one nation a slave, it will be 
seen fypm the condition of the whole of the world to- 
day hae England will have some day or other to give 
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liberty to the provinces and countries forining parts of 
the Empire under its control. ,This thing is to take 
place some day. It must take place. But if you do 
not do anything then only i will not take place. 
After keeping awake the whole night, you feel asleep 
when the thief came, such vsill he your condition. The 
time is coining. Perhaps the natur of the change 
occurring in the world=—in other nations—will by the 
grace of God prove favourable to you. “ But if thestime 
be favournble, it will be‘of use if you are awake. 
Otherwlse once you sleep, yeu will sleep on? Owings 
to this, what will it avail even if we get the right of 
swarajya? I will briefly give you a picture of what 
will happen. What happened during Peshwa’s time ? 
Wo must examine history a litte for it. At the time 
of the Peshwas the administration of Maharashtra 
was going on well. Elphinstone was the Saheb who 
brought about the fall of this rule of the Peshwas, and 
who became tbe commissioner after its fall. That Saheh 
is witness to what I say. Though the city of Poona 
was such n big one there took place no dacoities in it at 
night, The consumption of liquor was nil. It was 
altogether prohibited. The original system of jama- 
hbandi which was once settled by Nana -Farnavis, was 
itself copied afterwards. Nay, the science as to how 
accounts are to be kept took its rise among us under 
the Peshwa’s rule, and those very accounts are ngw 
kept. ‘We know how to administer provinces, The 
C. I. D. of Nana Farnavis was so very excellenv that 
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information as to what a certain sardar spoke to 2 
certain man at the time of dining used to be sent to 
him (cheers). The following incident is said to have 
happened at one time. « The Bombay Government had 
sent ammnunition to the Resident in a palanquin by way 
of the Khopoli Ghat. Ax order wis issued from the 
Poona Daftar that the palanquin which might come on 
auch and such a date should be stopped on the Ghat, 
Jt hod the information that ammunition was to come in 
a palanquin. Afterwards the Resident complained 
¢ Why ic our palanquin gpopped ?? Thereupon he-re- 
ceived a reply from Nanna Farnavis, “ You yourself 
think about it. We have attached the palanquin and 
will not let go. The King must needs be informed 
what has token place and at what place. Wo have. 
done it.” So he was told. The C. I. D. is wanted. 
Who says no? If the King has no information he 
will not be able to carry on the administration. We 
have no complaint against the C. I. D. Our complaint 
is about its method of working (cheers, hear). ‘That 
method is not under our control, He who has to carry 
on the administration, must have all departments. 
Police is wanted, C. I. D. is wanted. Rovenue De- 
partment is wanted. Judicial Department is wanted. 
All departments are wanted. Where then is the di- 
ficulty? There is difficulty in one matter. All the 
departments must be under the control of the people— 
our cqotrol. The difficulty lies only in this. ‘Several 
peopfte dave formed ‘the opinion that the English are 
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the most civilized, we too must civilize ourselves, who 
does not want civilization? Alb reforms are wanted, 
During Nana Farnavis’ time *lotters had to be sent; 
now the C. I. [. will send n wire. Means have be- 
come availablo. The administration is to be carried on 
by making use of all these. But the whole of this system 
of administration existed at the time of the Peshwa’s 
rule. Consider what hus taken place now after the 
break-up of that system. When thé Poshwa’s rule 
passed away, Nagar, Satara, Poona, which were in tho 
possessibn of the Peshwa himself, came “into thas 
possession of the English. The lieutenants of the 
Peshwa at that time were great generuls. Gaikwar, 
Holkar and ‘ Scindia were the chief nimong the jaha- 
girdars and sardars who commanded the army. These 
three survived as all of them soon joined the Eng¥sh 
Government and the Peshwa’s rule was overthrown. 
This is tho history of 1818. What is the condition of 
these three to-day? What is the condition of the 
Barodn Sarkar? What is the condition of Holkar ? 
What is the condition of the Scindin, Sarkar? And 
what js the condition of the territory or the districts 
adjoining Poona? Think about this. These three or 
four districts having gone into the possession of the 
English Government, the whole of thoir administration 
gradually pussed into the hands of a burenncragy. 
The polioy of this bureaucracy is not .to listen at all #0 
the people. First Governor, then Commissioner, then 
Collector, the Collector’s subordinate the Assistunt 
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‘Collector, Mamlatdar, Aval Karknn, Fouzdar, Police 
gsepoy—asuoh is the armngement of the whole of the 
bureaucracy from first th last. What ig to he done for 
the people is to he doné by them. ‘The Government 
above issues order in respect of anything which it may 
think beneficial or harmfu? to the people, and acé6rd- 
ing to it steps are taken below. At first this arrange- 
mont was thought very good. The disorder under 
Bajiraw’s rule was put an end to. They snid they were 
safe now. They saw the ghee but not the rod (laugh- 
der). It began to he seen graduonlly afterwards. All 
authority went under the control of this bureaucracy. 
And the remaining people got education. They begun 
to make use of railways. A telegram can be sent if 
some ono is to be informed whether I am coming to 
Nagar or not. Kduoation was received. All these 
benefits were got. But all this authority went into 
the hands of the bureaucracy. It had passed into 
their lands to some extent at tho time of the Company. 
And it passed wholly intb their hands by the Govern- 
ment of Indian. cAct passed in 1858. It is 58 yenrs 
now since that Act was passed. Whnt hos happened 
during these 58 years? The officials became power- 
ful, nnd possesssed of authority. The people’s anthori- 
ty became less. To such an extent that it was gaid we 
de not want the Kulkarni, we want all servants. 
Whatever horeditary rights we may havo possessed 
they tpo have gone. This did not strike us when the 
Inaffi <omunission was appointed. That cannot be 
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helped. ‘fhey said Vinchurkar was a jahagirdar at 
that time. Ho was the master of the army. Some 
one was an officer of an army’ of 10,000 while some 
other was thewofficer of an army of 15,000. They 
were told ‘Yon ,havé to supply an army of 15,000, 
®hile you bave to be paid £5 lakhs of rupees of which 
you BOY to spend 14 lakhs. Then, take one lakh of 
rupees.’ They consented. The amount can be enjoyed 
while sitting at home, then what? This a ‘great 
principle. Nobody said at that time * We lost our right 
to keep an army, to fight for Government”; ; nobody 
thought so. It was thought that Government was 
good as it gives to eat while we sit at home. What 
more is required? We have been reduced to such a 
‘condition owing to this state of things. In 50 or 60 
years all the powers of this province have passed into 
the possession of the European bureaucracy. You should 
not understand from this that I call the European 
bureaucracy bad. They are very much Jearned. 
‘These posts are given to the best students from Eng- 
land. Their abilities are greater. Put even if all this 
be admitted still it is n fact they have to undergo great 
wear and tear while working for us and the cliinate of 
England being cold and that of this country hot, larger 
pay has to be given to them. Having come for our 
‘good, will you suy ‘no’ to them? (laughter). All 
things are admitted by us. I do not also deny tht 
they may perhaps be working a little more than we. 
1 only say, when we are ready to do the work, when 
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it is our work, why give it to others? Nor do I say 
that they do it badly. ¥ Our minds have begun to grow 
weak owing to restrictioh being placed, on our work 
and against our interests. Our enthusiasm has begun 
to become less. Effeminacy is incressing. Therefore, 
we do not want this. I do not say that they nre not 
wanted because they are not educated. They nre good. 
They are merchants. Will you not get for your shop some 
ngent more clever than yourself ? There may be such 
men. But will you give your shop into the hands of 
snch an agent and stand aside, taking such money ns 
he will give? This is indeed a question in business. 
It is a question in any matter. Such was the manage- 
ment of this province. What becaine of Baroda? 
Look at the history of Barodu. There are such 
writings in the history of Baroda. The gadi of the 
Maharaja of Baroda had to bé perpetuated. That was 
matter of regular succession. That is a part of history. 
Formerly Baroda used to be managed or supervised 
from Poona, and the rest was done by the Kings of 
Baroda. Therefore, if you hecome ready now by 
receiving education here you go to Baroda and afk for 
service there. There are men educated in Poona nnd 
Bombay who are District Magistrates, Munsiffs, Subhas 
and Diwans there. There are Naib Diwans and High 
Curt Judges. These people are working there. They 
Work there without complaint being heard about them, 
Then svhere is the objection to the same being done 
here? ir men from the districts of Poona and Satara go

and conduct the administration of Baroda, what ‘objec- 
tion is there for them to carry on the very snme ad- 
ministration jn the same way in this our province? 
Who has takep objection? ‘Phe nation being divided 
into two parts, one part—the Marathi nation— went 
into the possession of the English on account of some 
higtorical reason, and one remained in tho-possession of 
native Chiefs. One part says that ‘the people of this 
.Nation ars fit to do work. In tle other part the 
authorities say that they are unfit and we too saying 
ditto to them, begin to talk like them. There are tyo 
standards, two sides. Then, what is wanted when one 
talks of Swarajya? Now you will see here is the 
objection to make the very same arrangement with 
regard to Poona and Satara us exists in-Baroda? The 
authority of the English Government will remain. “It is 
also over Baroda. The Chief of Baroda is not an in- 
dependent king. When the Peshwa’s rule existed in 
Poona, the treaty of Bassein was made in the propor- 
tion of 10 to 6 annas in the rnpee. Had +he state of 
Poona remained, they too would have been able to 
manage it. Satara and Nagar could have been 
managed by them. The same management exists in 
the Nizam’s territory. Svarajy«a means this much ¢ 
Give those rights which Nntive States have and which 
the Baroda nnd Scindia Sarkar have, to Poona ‘and 
Satara after forming them into a State of the Cen$rhl 
Division. One difference must, however, he mado in 
this. Now a hereditary chief will not do for ws.” We 
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shall have to elect our own President. This ts the 
only difference. It is a historical puzzle or inconsistency, 
that the province which as the capital of the Marathas 
should not be given the“arrangement which exists in 
Native States, while those provinces .which were de- 
pendent on that province sKould have it. There is no 
reason for this. Why should we not become like them ? 
I have told you that the Gaekwar and Scindiu have 
sent money and ‘urmies to Europe for the war. If 
these districts hand been in our possession, we too would, 
“have doné the same. This thing has nothing to do 
with the question whether the British Government will 
go or will remain. But the only difference lies in the 
continuance or the disappearance of the authority of 
the bureaucracy, the foreign bureaucracy. This is the 
difference between the arrangements. There is no 
difference as to the sovereign authority, which is at the 
root. I think Mr. Lawrenoe had formerly suggested 
that in view of the swarajya agitation going on, India 
should be alivided into sepprate Native States, that 
some experts should be kept there, and only the posers 
with regard to making treaties with foreign powers and 
the management of the army and the navy should be 
kept in their hands so that the English rule may not 
be in danger. 1 do not say that you should not retain 
these powers. In the arrangement of stwarajya these 
will be the higher questions of Imperial politics. 
England should freely retain in her hands the questions 
as to ‘what kind of relation should subsist between 
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Indin nnd other nations, whether war should be‘made ” 
for a certain thing or not, and ,what policy should be 
followed when relations with foreign ‘nations arise. 
Those who wgnt swarajya db not wish to interfere 
with these things. What we want is that just as we 
are-to-day managing our on things in Native States, 
we want authority to do the same with regard to our- 
selves. We shall expend on such and such items. the 
,revenue whioh we get from tases, we’sball spend it no 
éducation, if there is loss revenue from liquor we shall 
decide'what other taxes should be imposed in Men thereef 
and arrange accordingly, we shall manage trade, we shall 
manage all affairs, you shall not interfere in them. 
The people of India «lo not go to any other nation. 
Why do they not? Seo if you want to, whether they 
join France or Germany. If there be still a doubt, 
one must be able to understand from the present state 
of things that if Indians are prepared to have connec- 
tion with any particular country that nation is England 
(cheers). We will not be benefitted by England going 
away and Germany coming in her place. We do not 
want the thing. Even if the matter be viewed from 
another practical point of view, England is here 
tor 100 years, while Germany will be a new 
comer, and its energy will be fresh nnd hunger 
unsatisfied. How will that do? What is, im all 
right. A new king is no® wanted. But give into pr 
possession a portion of the powers by losing which 
our condition is being reduced to that of orphan®@: It 
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is not I that alone saying this. Mr. Lawrence has 
said so. He writes thaf if herenfter improvement is to 
be effected in India aftere the war, if Government in- 
tends to effect some new arrengement, vith regard to 
the people then divide India into different parts. The 
question of language did mot enter his head, but'we 
shall add that idea. Form one separate State each of 
Marathi, Telngu and Kanarese provinces. The ques- 
tion of vernaculars also comes in this question of swa-. 
rajya. There is no question which is not dependent 
unon swdrajya. Had there been general liberty, 
there would have been na Gujarati University, n 
Marathi University, an Agricultural University. 
But to do that dcys not lie in our bands. Is the 
question whether education should be given through 
vernacular such a big one, that there ‘should arise 
differences with regard to it 7 But ourwish does 
not prevail here. Do the English educate their 
people through the French language? Do Ger- 
mans do it through the English language? Do the 
Tarks impart edoqation through the French language? 
So many examples being before our eyes, why shpuld 
we write articles, columns upon columns long, upon 
the subject ? Why does that which these people say 
not take place now? Because we have no authority. 
You have not got the authority to determine what 
sHonld be taught to your children. So many of you 
send your children to school, but do not consider what 
will becdine of them. In short, there is no question at 
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present which is not dependent on “swarnjya ’—on 
authority. Ranade and others have up till now made- 
efforts with regnrds to the Fergusson College and the 
University. Bpt who is to be prevailed upon? Govern- 
ment! They know what arrangement there was in 
them country. Why shoulé the same not be here? For 
,imparting English education to all, the English lan- 
guage has to be tanght for seven or eight years. Eight 
years is not a small part of life, Sucl! a state of things 
6xists nowhere else. This arrangement does not exist 
in‘any’civilized country. If inspite of this ybur atten 
tion is not drawn towards Swarbjya, then be sure that 
there is some thing wrong with your eyes (oheers). 
Whatever yon have to say, whatever prayer you have 
to make to Government, let that prayer be for giving 
authority, and not for anything else. We want those 
things which are the leading ones under this rule, I 
have already told you that wherever we go our path 
is ultimately obstructed. The qnestion ‘of education is 
an ordinary one. There must be schools in each village, 
Whence is the money to be brought, by us? We pay 
taxes to Government. Do we pay them for nothing ? 
Lét ns have the system prevalent in England for im- 
parting education. There is money in the treasury; it 
is utilised, it is paid for other purposes; but it is not 
expended on those things which are necessary fomus. 
India is a big country. Divide it if you want according 
to languages. Separate the Marathi speaking part 
and the Gujarati speaking part. But how .are- the 
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Hindus and the Musalmnans to be taught in them? 1 
am going to speak about this also, In Canada the 
population consists of Frenchmen and Mohammadane. 
Jf English statesmen oould settle the ,question there 
would they not be able to settle how Hindus and 
Muhuninadans should conduct themselves here? Thus 
these are excuses for not giving us theso things. This, 
you must believe firmly, The province of Bengal is 
separcte. Instead of nppointing over it a Chief from 
this side, 1 say, a European Governor may be appointed 
{nr some years. What used to happen before & presi- 
dent elected by the people was secured? A Governor 
used to go from England to Australis. He was 
obliged to work in the Council as he was told 
Here, it is contrary to the above. If you want. 
any. thing, a resolution is to be brought before the 
Council, much preparation is to he made, figures are 
to be collected, he does not get even « pice. The 
other members of the Council are paid. He has to 
work for nothing, and at last the resolution is rejected. 
Though it be passed, Government cannot be forced to 
give effect to it. It is a childish thing. 1 think that 
he who does not think it so possesses proportionattly 
less patriotism (cheers). This is like setting us to 
fight by throwing grains of boiled rice, without giving: 
anything to us. Jf any rights will be obtained from 
this in future, if any power will come into our hands, 
if this be given to us us a step towards the above, then 
it hes uevalue, otherwise it bus no value. What does 
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happen? This is the science of setting good and ‘wells 
educated men to fight for {wo orfour ghatkus (Ghataka 
=24 minutes); Hence, beamin inind what will result 
trom Stwarajyg and what we ask. In asking for 
sivarajya we ask that in the end there should be such 
States throughout India, *that aut first Englishmen 
coming from England and at last presidents elected 
by the people should be appointed in these States, and 
fhat a separate Council should be formed for disjfosing 
of questions relating to the whole nation. ust a« 
there i$ an arrangement in Europe, Améeri& ond tlig 
United States, and jost as thére are different small 
States and there is n Congress to nuite thom together 
so the Government otf India should keep in their hands 
similar powers of the Lnperial Council. There are at 
presont seven or eight different provinces ; make thtm 
twenty if you like and make such an murrangement in 
respect of those provinces as will give facilities to the 
people, meet with their approval and place power in 
their hands. ‘This itself is what is ineant by the de- 
mand tor swarajya. The demand gor sivarajys does 
not mean that the Emperor should be removed. Per- 
haps, tor this arrangement yon may have to hehig 
English officers in some places. This is admitted. 
But those officers will he ours, will be of the people, 
will remain as sorvants of the people, will not remmin 
as our masters. ‘The intelligence of our people wilt 
not alone sutfice to bring about the retorms which wre 
to be offected in India. We shall have to bring Mien 
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from Tinglund or America, but those men will Le 
responsible to us. Pheoy will not he irresponsible. 
Henco from one point of view, it cannot be suid at olf 
that this agitation is afainst Europeans. To whom 
would they be responsible ? To themselves or to us ? 
So Jong as this responsibility has not come to ut, so 
long as their responsibility hus not come imder our 
power, it will continue to be just so! Till then, our 
offorts will be vain, though made in any direction : fill 
then, in whatever other matter we may make ny 
movement, it will he ineffectual, and the desired object 
will not be accomplishéd, As long nu nation is not free 
to hring about it# own good, as long as a nation 
has no power to make an arrangement to bring 
about a cerinin thing which it may desire, so long 
L do not think, your belly will be filled if you 
arc fod by others. Now the people know some 
people are convinced that the people’s good can- 
not be effeoted by what is called ‘despotic mle’ in 
English. Hence, iny object is to tell you that you 
should make effosts. If my words fall short of expross- 
ing it, that is my defect, not a defect in the idea, svhich 
is faultless. All these things, their different natuise, 
cannot be placed before you in a single lectnre. As 
regards this iden of States abont which I spoke, there 
nré many questions, viz., what arrengements should there 
Bein them ? What rights should thore be in them? 
And what amendments should be made in the India 
Act“of 1858 nhout consolidation ? And thongh I may 
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deliver not only one. blit four or. ten Jecturs, - they 
would not be sufficient to deal whith those questions. 
Our principle is one- about this alone L have to speak 
in this lecture’ Those of you grhoe are competent, by 
virtue, of intelligenoc, wealth or in some other manner, 
to consider these things, will spontaneously know that 
these thivgs are wanted, Why ask, ¢ Will this be obtai- 
ned? Will this be obtained?” To acquire it or not 
lies in their hands. 1 do not understamad this question 
at nll. You are making so much. exertione No 
inattersif it be not obtained. As for maktmgecxertions, 
it is in our hands. We need not consider whether we 
shall get it or not. Jixert yourself. Tho work which 
you do will net fall to produce some result or othor. 
, Have firm belief in your mind, .JHave not any men 
obtained any freedom in the kingdom or not ? Had 
goddesses fallen from above in other nations ? { tell 
you plainly that if you have no couragb, it will not be 
obtained, If there be courage, if it Le not obtained 
to-day, it will be obtained tomorrow, it will be obtained 
after 10 or 20 yeas. But you ust make efforts for 
it. Fhe pringiplesof your religion is this ‘You are 
ory to work, you are not ever to Jook to the fruits,’ 
Why is this said in the Gita ¥ Is ir for going to 
worship, tor obtaining a shes of rice by reciting Puran ? 
Creat religions tell this verg thing. The Western 
history tells this very thing. In spite of this, will Jeu 
ask ‘What will become of us ¥ How shall we tare 7 
“As made of 4 ball of eartly ete. There is ae ball ot 
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enrth. Ca it to he culled Vishnu. We have it to 
te called Shiro. And,we impart so much importance 
to it that it is worshipped hy the people. Lo! it is 
merely a hall of earth without any movement. When 
dropped on the ground if falls down w ith a thud. Wo 
can give a form of that bal¥ by some ict, exertion and 
ceremony. If a form of some sort cannot b® given to 
an earthen ball, i¢ must be said to be yonr tault. It 
is possible to give them « form. Do not mako haste, 
Nothing will be gained by haste ¥ If you work 
resolutely4 a’ different form enn be given to an ¢artlen 
ball. This thing is told in the shusirngs. It is proved. 
It is proved by experience, proved by evidence, by 
history. If, in spite of this testimony placed before 
you, you are not conyintbed, if you are not satisfied, 
at lenst give np talking abont the conmntry attaining « 
flourishing condition afresh. Do not bother our heads. 
'Tlese things are capable of happening--nust happen. 
There must he such taith. That faith brings about 
work, What is to be done then ? 1 do not say that 
what may be givep shonld n6t be taken. Tako what 
is piv en, ask for inore, do not give np your denyind. 
(Laughter) When this is done swarajga will be 
obtained. Sicarajys is nota fruit so that it may at 
once fall into the month from the sky. Another miu 
is required to put it into the mouth. Aud for it this 
Leginnivg is made. ‘The paper which iny friend Tatyn 

Salicb las now given into iny hand is of such a sort. 


Thi wore Ins heen began a ittle in Indian. Mrs. 
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Annie Basont has established a Home Rule League ° 
at Madras.

,We have to obtain swarajyay 1 havo tbld you what sort 
of swarajya is to be obtained. £ told you what change 
it will doreatter produce in the present coifdition.. The 
House of Lords lave begun‘* to have such dreams, 
Lord Hardinge said that the Civilians will soon have to 
place in your hands the rights belonging to you. The 
people belonging to the party opposed {o you in this 
matter have begun to have had dremms (laughter). 
While you alone say ‘We aro unfit, we shall not*take 
this. Whence does this obstinacy arise? (Laughter.) 
What is the rational of this? It is that they bave 
begun to have such dremns. They think that some or 
other arrangoment of this’ sort will ,hbave to be made, 
Theswork you have to do first is this: You must make 
agitation in the whole country and convince overy 
mun thut this alone is our goal. For this we have to’ 
‘mork., Nay, we must settle what is it we want, what 
arrangement should there be--this demand musé be 
settled. Wo must go to England und convince fle 
people of it. And when this subject will be discussed 
in Parlitment this subjeet must he placed before it in 
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A proper manner. That ‘proper manner’ means that 
hill to amend the existing India Act must be brought 
hefore Parliament. What we have to deprand is this: 
Amend this Act for us. ° When the Hast India Com- 
pany was abolished and the rule of the Queen’s govern- 
ment came. this Act was afflended i. e.. minor amend- 
ments were made in it. We want to have it amended 
in « certain manner. And this is wanted not merely 
for our good but ‘for the good of the Empire. To make. 
such a demand of them is a part of that work. This work 
mast be deneSvith the help and acquiescence of all. Theére 
mmnst be left no differerfue of opinion about this. The 
moderates and the Nationalists have one and the same 
goal, one and the sumo demand is to be made tnd one 
and the same thing is to Le obtained. For doing this 
work which is to be curried on by entertaining this 
sentiment, a separate institution called the Home Rule 
League is established. This subject is placed before 
the Congress. But as the Congress is to assemble 
unoe a year, when once an opportunity is gone, another 
comes. jn the nextyear, But we havo to do this work 

throughont the year, This is adinitted by the Conggess. 

With “this object we Lave established this League. 
Not very great exertion is required for this. Recog- 
nize this goal. We have a right to demand the fulfil-- 
ment of this goul. The demand for money. made to- 
day is only this: very man should pay one rupee. 

The adnission tee is Re. 2. But if this is not be paid. 

pay at least one mpee, Lf one Jak out of thirty orores 
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of people be not found willing to pay; then nt least 
vease to prute ahout Indian. DPnot tire onr ears. 1 do 
not think thatemore than u year will be required for 
this agitation te become successfal, The subscription 
for one year is figed at Re. 1. [It is not necessary to 
éurty on the agitation for 10 or 20 vears. Such n time 
has come. Hence if you are not disposed to make 
the self-sacrifice of taking ono rupec out of your pocket 
for this agitation then at least do not come to tlie 
Jecture, so that it may not be necessary to t4lk so loudly. 
[f’you have to do anything it ix only this. The peop 
helonging to this institution are prepared to make the 
remaining arrangement. For this parpose many lec 
ntnres Jike this will have to be delivered’ im various 
‘places. People will have to he got together. The 
matter will have to he explained to the people. If the 
police come to stop the proccedings, if it is not allowed 
here, we must go elsewhere and assemble. Wo must 
go there before the police go. We must persist. Do 
not think that this cm be obtained easily and 
pleasantly’. Cne rapee is nothing.» ‘There must he 
resolition of the ainiud, If any one comes to ask, 
you must plainly tell him: Tho gol we demand is 
lawtul. Wo have become its members and paid 
one rupee. We want that thing. You must say 
this fearlessly. If you have not the courage to bay 
this, that is a different thing. 1 teust that this thing 
will be considered good by the whole of India, perhaps

by your descendants if not by vou. ‘Though vou may 
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not have the will, this thing must bo done. 1f not 
you, the pcople of the next generation will make efforts, 
but they will call you asses. If you meanyto put up with 
this, then I have no objéction. My owa conviction is 
that it will bo obtained. Bear in miyd what work you 
have to do and what help you have to give. Perhaps 
there will be trouble from the police, this is not denied, 
If thev ask ¢ Well, have you “Lecome snbseribers ? 
Have you hecomo mombers ¥? You must say ¢ Yes, wo. 
have hecome.’ Such is the law, nothing else will 
Imppen. Ira prosecution be instituted, the pleatlers'in 
this institntion will conduct the glefence without taking 
any fee (laughter). If a rupeé be paid for this work, 
that would not be sedition. More than this 2. e. paying 
xe. 1 and becoming a member you have not to do. This 
Loedgue mndertakes to do the remaining work. Strange 
that the people of Maharashtra should remain quite at.

Log wits 
ju fhe chair. An Address was presented by the people 
of the Maharashtra to him in a beautiful silver casket 
to which he made the following reply amidst loud:

oe , EsTELMEDA KENDS AND GENTLEMEN, 1 ain aware 
that any words whieh J can nse to express my heartfelt 
thanks for your addrass nerd faift enn but inadequately 
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express my feelings at this moment. ‘The lmguage of 
joy or emotion is nlways of the enature of nn exclamu- 
tion and brief; and { pray you from the hottom of my 
heart to make np any deficien¢éy that iny words may 
appear to reveal,,so that like the gift which has grown 
fittle hy little to such a statély sum, my words may in 
your generons minds, grow to the full expression of 
my feelings. You all have been of the greatest help 
to me, and while 1 havo been anxiously thinkiig of 
how to repay your kindness, you bave to-lay ngain 
added to the alrondy heavy debt of gratitude? ns if you 
wish me to be eternally bound to yon. 1 have no 
doubt that you aro actuated by feelings of deep and 
sincere affection, but IT do not think that this makes 
+ my tusk any easier. 1 only hope that with your bless 
ings Providence may grant me strongth to repay this 
heuvy debt of gratitute with which you have over 
whelmed me. '

Looking into futurity, after completing sixty years, 
one’s mind cannot but be tilled with misgivings. At 
any rte, I deeply realise this sensation. Memories of 
storm and suffering, rather than these of comparative 
Lappiness, rise before imny mind’s eyo; and with deckn- 
ing strength one is upt'to feel less fortitude in faving 
them,, But I devoutly hope that with your support, 
as heretofore, I may bo granted life and strength to 
add to whutever work of public good LT may lave 
hitherto done. 

The words of high praise which you have besto- 
wed on me in your address reminds mo of Blurtri- 
hart’s lines. 

How muny ( good people) ure there who rejoive in 
their hearts in myking a imountuin of the partiole: of 
virtue they find in others, :

than of any virtues in me, but 1 earnestly pray you not 
to be contont with what little service £ could do in the 
equse of the nation.

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than I may have been uble to show. Jt is a tosk which 
is not one that can be put off. ,Our Motherland calls 
every one of ys to be up and doing. And I do not 
think that her jons will disregatd this call. However,

of our Motherland and, bartishing all differences from 
your imminds, strive to become the embodiments of 
national ideals. Here there is no room for rivalry, 
jealousy, honour or insult, or fear. - Gd alone can help 
us in the truition of our efforts, and if not by us, it is 
certairt that the fruit will be gathored by the® next go 
neration. And therefore banishing nll our considera- 
tions from our minds, we must unite to work in this 
vational effort. May God inspire you with this high

own eyes your efforts crowned with suctcoss. ° 
, 1 again thank you with all my heart for the great 
honour which you have done me to day.

The Bombay National Union held « meeting on 
the {1th November, 1916, at Dr. Snthay's bangulow, 
Girgaum, to congratulate Bhagwan B. G. Tilak on°the 
decision of the Bombay High Court setting aside the. 
order of the District Magistrate of Poona demanding a 
security from him. Rao Babadur CV. Vaidyn presided. 

The guest of the evening was given au ovation and. 
notable among those who spoke congrutulating , Bhag- 
win Tilak was Mr, P. K. Tolang. ନ 
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Bhagwan Tilak who was enthusiastically cheered 
on rising to ‘speak, cthanked the Bombuy Nationnl 
Union for the honour they had done to hijn that evening. 
It gavo him great mati$fnction. But he thought that. 
the honour was due, ngyhe had tolg Mr. Tolang the 
previons day, to the Judges of the High Court for 
removing the obstacles in the path of Home Rule for 
Indin. Of course, they had started tlie work and it 
was fever their intention, to give it up. They were 
thoroughly aware of the difficulties and in spite of it all 
thoy were determined to carry on the work they hnd 
sot to theinselves. By their judgment, the two Judges 
of the High ¢ourt had lightened the burden somewhat, 
In this country the executive was not responsible to 
the people ; but there was a higher power above them - 
still and that was the Judicimy which controlled the 
nots of the executive in consonance with the Jaw of the 
land. He said they wero there that evoning not to 
congratulate him but the Judges and he stood betore 
them to receive their congratulations as a mere con- 
duit pipe to convey them to the Judges. (One obstacle 
had been removed and the door was left oven. What 
then were they to do to proceed with the movement? 
What had been done already was nx nothing compared 
to what yet remained to be done. The end had come 
sooncr than they expected and that nade their work all 
*the more diffivult. 

When the Home Rule League was vstablished 
imeny bad readily joined them; ,but some began to 
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mourn their decision, bofore long. ‘They were nll good. 
people. They were ready to «help the cause with 
money and magerinl but not with their names. They 
bad started theswork and were proceeding with enrol- 
ling members. He hoped that thousands if not lakhs 
would be joining the league. The Judgment had 
revived their hopes strongly. He then referred to 
Mrs. Besant’s entry into the arena and said it had 
given « great impetus to the movement and had hélped 
the work Leing carried on vigorously. Wo were now 
past thé stage of talking. In tact, talking Gas now 
usoless. The reform scheme which the nineteen elected 
members, had submitted to the Viceroy was a very” 
modest one, bolow which the most moderate men could: 
‘not go. By tlie judginent of the High Conrt, the 
[rineiple of Home Rule had been asserted and it Had 
regeived the stamp of legality what was left to us now 
was to push it to sucoesstul end. He usked every one 
present to keep the leugue in view and assist the inove- 
ment. in all possible ways all over Indin. Money was 
not the only need before them. The movement descr 
ved tg be liberally supported in all quarters. Academic 
discussions were not now wanted and they should be 
prepared for ‘greater snerificees. It had been made 
clear that we wanted an effective control for ourselves 
over the executive what is otherwise onlled a substin- 
tigl inajority of people's reprosentatives inthereal seme” 
of the tern. What that proportion should be we neod 
not concern ourselves just now. There wus no nded 
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for wrangling aver it. The time had come for formt- 
lating ont prinefples, or demands openly as succinctly, 
as briefly md as legally as possible, and place a schema 
definitely embodying our immediate demands before 
the Legislative assembly of the Empire. The timé' 
had‘come tor all classes, ranks should bo prepared tn 
pat forth work, collect fands, send delegates, ete.’ dn 
short the time had come when we had to enmrry the 
imsiness of Home Rule on businesslike: principles nnd’® 
ina’ businesglike way mid ‘Ho asked whether they were 
jmepared to do so. One indicativn of the Higlr Court 
decision was that it distinctly showed to them that the: 
,time had come tor active work when each of them bad 
to sink his differences with the other and work for the 
great enose. If they che people were prépared to: 
make the attaimnent of Home Rule their own business, 
their own case and work for it, ‘we could attain it. 
He compured the occasion on whioh they had met. to a 
holiday which would be taken to perpare oneself tor 
vigorous work. “fhe presont meeting was like that 
and people shbanld go out with thorough determination 
to worlu The judgment had thrown additional regponsi- 
bilites on their slioulders, It had made their aspira- 
tion and method of work legal and. thus left no.room 
for shirkers. If they did not work, it they did uot: 
prepare themselvos for the coming change, the fault 
Was entirely their own... Ho. then nosked them.to join 
hands sith the coming Congress’ and formnlate their 
sochéme in conjanction with that body. Ln this as any 
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other case the result would be proportional to their 
efforts. If they made whole-hearted efforts it was 
likely they wenld get whole results. If on the other 
hand, they made only half - hearted attempts to achieve 
their goal, he could'assure them the result would not 
he half; it seemed doubtful to him even if it would be 
a-c(fnarter, Ho reminded them of their dnty and if 
they did their duty systematioally for a year or two Le 
‘felt confident that the bright future would be coming 
within their life time. He asked them to remember 
that this was the most opportune time for us fo prepawe 
ourselves by persistent efforts for the changes that we 
expected. In Lngland they were doing it. The. 
English people had formed many clubs and associntions 
' to discuss the futare and settle the linos of work. If 
re did. the same and worked for it earnestly. and Zeus 
Jonusly something was bound to come, but that something 
could not come in spite of themselves. It was not like 
a fruit dropping from heaven providentially what he 
wished them therefore to do was to take advantage of 
tlie door of law which had beon opened to them, utilise 
the samp of approval which the law had put uponsthe 
Hone Kule League and push on wath the work, eaoh 
jone of them could «lo something, each one could now 
‘freely $0 declare himself a HPbme Ruler'without ronning 
across an CI. D., or a Polieeman, to express thém- 
selves firmly and support the League whole-heartedly. 
If they worked and sacrificed for the cause, he teléalmost 
certain that God would bless their efforts with sucess. 
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Referring to the (Congress he said it was only a 
deliberative body. It’had gone on meeting for thirty 
yoars, passing resolutions. They woifid come and. 
meet once a year, pass a number of fesolutions and 
depart to their homes thinking that *by doing s0 they 
had done the work. The time Tad come when this 
would not serve the purpose adedqnately., They 
wanted an executive body. They had felt the need 
forit: ‘and thoy had started the Home Itule League. They 
looked upongit to exist itself for the canso and ser veas an 
éxecutive body of the C'ongress, to do its business in a 
business like way but in no holiday moods, In the past 
voluntary deputations had been sent by the Congress. 
Five or sia leading men would undertake to visit Europe, 
would visit as it suited their convenience and do’ 
something. These depatations were good no doubt 
but they would no longer serve the purposes. Any 
deputation which might he sent herenfter must have 
the imarfdate of the whole country at its bank. It 
should speak, work for the country in a body, the 
present war in which the Allies were engaged could 
not continue ad injinitem. It must come to an end 
sometime and as to the result it was bound to be favour- 
able to the Allies nnd ond in their success. They had 
to bear that in mind and ‘Je prepared to worl, work 
and work. They held the national trust in their hands 
“ard it behoved tliem to work incessanth. Ho asked 
them to make up their minds once for all and carry 
onthe national work to n triymphant issue. Ho 
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thanked them once moro for the honour they hind done 
to him and through him to the High Court Judges for 
fearlossly and undannteidlly npholding the cause of 
British Justice in India.

Bhagwan Tilak in supporting it mado tho 
following specch amidst lond ovheers apd shonts of 
Bande Mataram, Tilak Maharaj ki Jai. i » 

I thauk yon sincerely for the reception that you 
havo given me on this platform, bunt let ime tell you J 
am not foolish enough to think that this reception is 
egiven to me personally. It is given, if I rightly un- 
derstand, for those principles for which I have heen 
fighting. The resolution which I wish to support 
embodies these principles. It isthe resolution of Self- 
Government. Itis that for which the Congress has 
been fighting for the last ,thirty years. The first note 
of it wns Deard ten years ago ort the banks of tho 
Hugi, and it was sounded by the Grand Old Magn of 
Tndin, that Parsi Patriot of Bombay, Dadabhai Naore- 
jee. Since the note was somnded, differences of 
opinien rose. Some said that the note ought to he 
carried on, ind onght to be followed by n detailed 
scheme at onoe, that it should be ‘takon up and mpet® 
to resound ‘all over India as soon as possible. There 
was another party amongst us that said that it could 
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not he done so soon, and the tune of that note required 
to he a little lowered? That wns the cause of the 
dissension ten yonrs ago, and 1 am glad to say that { 
have lived these 10 yeats to see that we are going to 
[mt our voices and shoulders togethers to push on this 
scheme of Self-Government. Not only huve we lived 
to sec these differences closed, but to see the differon- 
ces of Hindus and Muhammadans ‘closed ns well. So, 
we are now inited in every way in the United 
Provinces, and we have fonnd that luck in Lucknow. 
Sp T constder it the most auspicious day’ in the most 
auspicious Sossion of this 31st Indian National Congress. 
There are only one or two points on which I wish to 
nddress you. It has been sajd by some that woe, 
Hindus, have yielded too much to our Mnbhainmadan 
hrothren. 1 am sure I represent the sense of the 
Hiutln community all over Indin when I say that we 
conld not huve yielded too inuch, I wonld not care 
if the rights of Self-Government are granted to the 
Muhammandan community only. I would not care if 
they are granted $o Rajputs. I would not cnre if they 
ure granted to the lowest classes of the Hindu popula- 
tious provided the British Clovernment considers tham 
‘more fit than the educated clesses of India for exercis- 
ing those rights. 1 would not care if those rights are 
‘granted to any section of the Indian community. 
‘Phen the fight will bo between them and nnother seq 
tion of {he community, nud not, ‘as a triangular fight. 
Weorhnve to gain this from a powerful Bureaucracy, an 
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umwilling ‘Buareaucraey, ‘haturidlly unwilling because. 
the Bureaucracy now feels that these rights, these 
privileges, this,uuthority will pass out of their hands. 
F would feel thg sume if I were*in that positsion, and’ I 
am not going to Ij:ime the Bureaucracy for entertain-' 
ing that natoral feeling, blt whatever thut feelin 
may be, it is a feeling which we have to combat, it is 
a feeling that is not conducive to the growth of Self~ 
Government in this country. We havé to fight against 
that feeling, and when you have to fight nga st 
a ‘teeling, and when you have to fight againgt 
third ‘party, it is a very importartt thing that we stand 
on this platform united ns regards ‘all shades of ditte~. 
rent. political opinion. That is the most important 
event of the day.’ When Dadabbui Naotoji declared 
that “Swaraj” should be our goal, its name was‘ Swarfti;” 
lafer on, it cmne to be ‘known as Self-Government and 
cohstitutional fetorm, und we Nationalists style it 
Home Rule.

Finally it was decided that it 
must be carried on and expressed in suck words as 
would not cast any slur on the Bureaucracy which 
was the master for the time. This, too, has been 
decided judicially, that you can make any criticistin 
in order to further your objects and justify your 
demand, and that it comes within the bounds of ‘Jaw. 
So, the goal of “ Swaraj” is declared legal, and ‘hore 
you have a specific scheme of “ Swaraj”’ passed by the 
united communities of the Hindus and Mubhammadans. 
All the thorns in your way have been removed. It 
will be your own fault if you do not succeed in attaining 
wha is now described in this scheme, This is a very 
serious responsibility. Do not shirk it, but work for it. 
Days or Worpers. ” 
The diys of wonders are gone. You camot feed 
now 100,000 people on a few orumbs of broad as sou 
did im Jesus’ day. The attaining of this object caupot 
he achieved by the wonders of Heaven. You,luve to 
do it. These are days of work and incessant’ lybour,

for carrying that scheme. I hope that hy tlie end of 
1917, when { expect tat the war will, be closed, or 
at least in 1918 we shall meet at somge place in Indian, 
whore we shall be able *to mise up the banner of 
Solf-Role. 

(Lucknow 30-12-1916) 

On 30th December 1916 a Conterence of the. 
Home-Rulers was held in the Pendal of the Theosoplii- 
qu convemtibn, near Aminabaud School Lucknow. ‘It 
was attended by more than 1000 Home.Rulers. Mrs. 
Besant presided. At the pressing requests of Mrs. 
‘Besant, Bhagwan Tilak made the following speech. 
It is needless to mention that he received a great: 
ovation, 4s usual when he rose to speak, He said:— 
I dl not cone bere to deliver an address; nor did I 
think that £ would be asked to speak. But the subject 
is so fuscinating and one cannot resist the temptation 
of saying at least « few words. The Jucknow Sessions 
has become thg most iniportant Sessions of the 
Congress. The President of the (Congress. suid, that 
it was the Indian Nationpl Congress. Two thitgs 

“lave taken place. 
Hixpus AxDp MusiLiMs , 
rhave been brought together. There is a foel- 
hur; among the Hindus that tov much lins ‘been 
given. 1 think the objection is not rational. As 
a Hinéu I have certainly no objection to making 
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this concession. When a case is difficult the client 
goes to his Vakil aud promites to pay one half of 
the property to him if he wins the case. The same is 
the thing heres We cannot rise from our present into- 
leruhle conditioi#f without the nid of Musliins. So 
in order to gain the desired’ end there is no objection 
to giving a percentage, a greater percentage, to the 
Muslims. Their responsibility hecomes gronter, the 
‘wreater percentage of representation you £ give to them. 
Théy will be doubly hound to work for you Jand with 
you, with a zeal and enthusiasm greater than eve, 
The fight at present is # frinngmlar fight. You have 
to wrest the whole Self-Government from ont of.

Bureaucracy is in 
possession of power and why should they part with it ? 

There 
ure difficulties in the way of catying ont these 
resolations, bunt these difficulties inust strengthen ve in 
our beliefs and in our actions.
